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HE  Author  of  this  Book  having  been  educated 
from  his  Infancy  by  a  Father  skillful  in  Pbyfick ... 
and  Ghirurgery,  and  having  frequently  obferv’d 
the  dangerous  Errors  into  which  Phyficians  and 
Ghirurgeons  fall  in  Pra&ife,  being  feduc’d  by  a  ufelefs 
Theory  and  falfe  Foundations,  propofes  here  to  give  us  a 
rational  Praftife  of  Ghirurgery  according  to  the  unfhaken 
Principles  of  a  folid  (he  means  a  Cartejian')  Philofcphy. 
And  whereas  many  in  their  Writings  relate  for  the  mod 
part  unufeal  and  very  rare  Cafes,  which  are  almoft  of  no 
life  in  Phyfick,  and  often  omit  many  neceflary  Circum- 
ftances  y  he  tells  us,  that  the  Obfervations  he  here  gives 
us,  were  made  by  himfelf  on  the  Difeas’d,  he  being  cir* 
eumfpe&ly  attent  even  to  the  leaft  Circumftances,  and 
that  the  Cafes  he  relates  are  fuchas  daily  occur,  and  there¬ 
fore  may  greatly  conduce  in  Pra&ife,  in  order  to  which 
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alfb  he  endeavours,  all  obfcure  Terms  being  avoided,  t® 
explicate  the  Phenomena  as  clearly  as  may  be.  He  often 
in  Difeafes  blames  that  which  is  vifcous,  and  Acids  }  be- 
caufe  the  vifcous  Humour  caufing  Obftrudions  by  its 
Toughnefs,  and  Acids  coagulating  the  Blood,  both  hin¬ 
der  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood  and  Humours}  in  the 
due  carrying  on  of  which,  Health  chiefly  confifts.  The 
chief  Obfervations  are  as  follows. 

Obf  1.  Dec.  I. 

The  Cure  of  an  Inflammation  of  the  Eycs^  caus'd  by  a 

Toad-Stool . 

A  Boy,  twelve  Years  of  Age,  playing  with  another  Boy, 
receiv’d  the  Smoak  of  a  Toad-ftool,  or  Puff,  in  his  Eye, 
whereupon  within  two  hours  time, his  Eye-lids  fo  fwell’d, 
that  he  could  not  open  his  Eyes,  and  his  Eyes,  and  the 
inner  Part  of  his  Eye-lids  lookt  all  as  red  as  tho  they  were 
cover’d  with  a  red  Cloth,  and  there  was  a  great  Pain  5 
the  Boy  neglefted  Remedies  for  two  Daies,  and  in  the 
mean  while,  the  Symptoms  increas’d,  and  there  was  a 
continual  flowing  forth  of  a  (harp  Humour.  Our  Author 
being  call’d  on  the  third  Day,  diftill’d  into  his  Eyes 
fome  Drops  of  an  Eye  Medicine  warm’d,  which  was 
made  of  white  Vitriffl ,  and  other  things  mixt  with  proper 
Waters,  and  apply’d  on  the  Eye,  a  Plaifter  made  ofGal- 
banum ,  Gum  Ammonia  cum ,  Sagapenum ,  Litharge ,  &c.  and 
fpread  on  a  Linnen  Cloth }  he  repeated  thefe  things  twice 
a  day,  and  ordered  the  Boy  to  be  kept  in  a  dark  Room, 
and  fo  he  fully  recover’d  within  a  Fortnight.

A  Gangrene  Curd. 

A  Woman,  fixty  years  of  Age,  onafuddenbroke  forth 
in  the  Back,  Breft,  and  left  Arm,  with  many  little  Blad¬ 
ders,  which  pain’d  her  much,  and  contain’d  a  clear  Wa¬ 
ter  :  tho  in  the  mean  while,  eating  well  enough,  and 
finding  no  inconvenience  inwardly,  (he  forbore  Remedies 
-for  two  Daies,  at  which  time, the  Author  being  call’d,  he 
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open’d  the  Bladders,and  found  the  Skin  andFlefh  under  it*, 
black,  and  afFe&ed  with  a  Gangrene  5  being  fatisfied,  that 
this  proceeded  from  an  acid  and  corrofive  Humour, he  made 
a  liquour  to  wafh  it,  of  Spirit  of  Wine^  to  which  headded. 
Litharge ,  Crabs  Eyes,  Spirit  of  Scurvygrafs^  Chalky,  and 
other  things  refifting  the  acid,  and  he  applyed  that  Liquor 
on  it,  often  in  a  Day,  with  a  Linnen  Cloth  folded  four 
double,,  tnean  while,  the  Patient  took  every  two  hours- 
two  fpoonfuls  of  the  following  mixture  for  allay  ing  the 
acid,  to  the  end,  that  part  of  it  paffing  to  the  part  a £■ 
fefted  by  the  Arteries,  might  aflift  the  outward  Remedies, 
Take  Bawm-Water  three  Ounces  fTreacle-Water^  the  Water  of 
Life  of  Math:  of  each  an  ounce  :  Sugar  of  Pearl  three  drams^ 
white  Coral  prepar'd  a  dram ,  Crabs  Ryes  prepar’d  a  dram 
and  half  Bezoardick.  Mineral  a  fcruple  and  a  half ,  Spirit 
of  Harts-horn  twenty  drops ,  volatile  oily  Salt  twenty  five 
drops ,  make  a,  mixture The  foregoing.  Fomentation 
making  no  great  Progrefs  in  a  daies  time,  he  fcarifiedthe 
Parts  affe£ted,and  walh’d  them  with  Unguentum  JEgyptia - 
cum^mixt  with  Spirit  of  Wine  :  moreover^he  anointed  the 
edges  of  the  Parts  affe&ed  with  Oil  of  Brickf ,  or  of  Phi 
lofophers, and  at  length  put  on  a  Cataplafm  of  Rue,  Worm¬ 
wood ,  wild  Dittany^  the  Root  of  Galingaf  Calamus  Aro - 
maticus ,  the  fiowen  of  Lupines ,  My  dr 0 me  f  and  other  things 
allaying  the  acid.  By  thefe  Remedies  us’d  a  few  daies,  a 
good  Pus  began  to  be  engendred,  and  the  parts  affefted 
with  the  Gangrene  were  feparated  5  and  then  he  apply’d 
common  Turpentine  mixt  withZJnguentumbaJilicon^and  the 
Yolk,  of an  &ggi  a°d  fo  all  the  Ulcers  which  were  very 
hollow,  in  a  {hort  time  were  filled  with  Flefh,  and  then 
he  apply’d  dry  Lint  to  them,  and  in  a  {hort  while  raifed 
an  Efchar  by  that  alone,  for  that  imbib’d  allthe  Pus, which 
would  otherwife  prove  corrofive,  and  wholly  clos’d  the 
Mouths  of  the  tender  Veflels*

The  Cure  of  an  Eryftpelas ,  or  an  inflam'd  fvoelling  of 

the  Leg. 

A  Man, forty  years  of  Age, began  tobe  ill  of  a  Fever, which 
vanifhing  again  about  twelve  hours  after  the  feifure,  he 
then  began  to  complain  of  a  pain  andarednefs  of  his  Leg. 
The  Author  perfectly  cur’d  this  Diftemper  within  two 
daies,  only  by  a  Liquour  to  allay  the  acid,  with  which 
he  waftvd  the  part,  it  confifting  of  Spirit  of  Wine ,  Cam- 
phire ,  Litharge ,  Chalky,  Sal  Prunella ,  &c.

Waricous  Ulcers  in  the  Leg  cur'd. 

An  unmarried  Woman,  forty  years  of  Age,  having  us’d* 
for  a  great  many  years  an  ill  Diet,  and  among  the  reft, 
pleafing  her  felf  with  vifcous  fubftances,  Vinegar,  and! 
other  acid  things,  and  in  the  Summer  time  often  putting 
her  Feet  into  cold  Water,  had  been  troubled  with  a  V a- 
rix  (  that  is,  a  fwelling  of  a  Vein  with  melancholy  and 
corrupt  Blood)  of  the  left  Leg*  for  fifteen  years,  reaching 
from  the  bottom  of  the  Foot  to  the  Knee,  and  with  two 
deep,  filthy,  and  paining  Ulcers  about  the  inward  ancle 
of  the  fame  Leg,  they  being  in  a  manner  alway  full  of  a 
fharp  and  thin  Matter,  and  often  having  an  Eryfipilas  or 
inflam’d  Swellings  attending  them.  Many  Phyficians  and 
Chirurgeons  having  attempted  the  Cure  in  vain,  at  length 
the  Author  proceeded  thus  toward  a  Curey  firft, opening 
the  Varix  with  a  Lancet*  he  drew  thence  fome  ounces  of 
the  ftagnatings  acid,  and  blackiih  Blood  •>  then,  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  Mats  of  Blood,  which  was  imbued  with  an  acid’ 
ferment,  he  ordered  a  good  Diet ,  forbidding  all  vifcous 
and  acid  things,  and  gave  daily  a  Powder  to  qualifie  the 
Acid,  confifting  of  a  fcnrple  of  Crabs  Eyes ,  and  the  fame 
quantity  of  white  Coral .  Laftly,  to  qualifie  and  take  away 
the  acid  Ferment  in  the  Ulcers,  and  gently  to  depreft  the 
Lips  of  them,  fo  as  to  make  them  even  with  their  Bottom* 

(  which  he  did,  both  that  no  Humour  thould  gather  in 
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them,  and  to  help  to  reftore  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood 
and  Humours,  and  to  facilitate  the  Generation  of  an  Ef- 
char)  he  gathered  together  fome  meet  Medicines  for  qua¬ 
lifying  the  Acid,  and  made  a  little  Cake  of  them,  pretty 
hard  and  thick,  and  a  little  greater  than  the  Ulcers,  fo 
that  it  fhould  cover  a  fmall  Portion  of  their  Lips,  and 
laid  it  on  the  Ulcers,  and  prefs’d  it  on  ftrongly  by  aclofe 
Ligature,  and  left  it  fo  for  twelve  Hours  $  at  which  time 
he  found  the  Ulcers  wholly  plain,  free  from  all  Filth, 
and  looking  with  a  pleafant  Rednefs,  and  paining  little 
or  nothing  at  ally  and  fo  within  a  few  days  there  was 
feen  the  beginning  of  an  Efchar,  which  within  five  Weeks 
wholly  clos'd  both  Ulcers:  every  Year  thenceforward  he 
open'd  once  the  faid  Varix,  and  drew  thence  a  Pound  of 
Blood,  and  fo  hindred  thefe  Ulcers  from  breaking  forth 
ever  after.  While  he  was  curing  the  Ulcers,  he  laid  on 
the  Eryfipelas  a  Linnen-doth  four-double,  imbued  With 
a  mixture  made  of  the  Water  of  Elder  Flowers ,  Spirit  of 
Wine ,  Camphire ,  and  Sugar  of  Saturn,  for  qualifying  the 
offending  Acid,  which  being  allay'd,  all  the  Symptoms 
of  the  Eryfipelas  ceas'd.

A  Wound  in  the  Eye  curd . 

A  Gentleman,  twenty  nine  Years  of  Age,  who  follow¬ 
ed  the  Wars,  receiv’d  a  Hail  {hot,  difcharg'd  from  an  Har^ 
quebuze,  in  that  part  of  his  left  Eye  which  is  betwixt  the 
Iris  and  the  Apple,  fo  that  the  Shot  had  penetrated  into 
the  Eye,  and  a  good  deal  of  a  watery  Humour  had  pre- 
fently  flow’d  from  the  Wound  made.  He  fent  for  our  Au¬ 
thor  three  days  after,  who  found  the  Hole  of  the  Wound 
ftop'd  with  a  certain  fibrous  and  whitifh  Mattery  the  Iris 
with  the  wounded  Apple  look'd  very  black  and  blue,  and 
the  reft  of  the  wounded  Eye  was  mighty  red  and  fwollen, 
and  there  was  a  burning  and  a  flowing  forth  of  (harp 
Tears :  a  continual  Pain  attended  it,  which  remitted  when 
the  Difeas’d  lean’d  his  Head  backward,  the  Shot  then  re- 
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pofing  on  the  bony  Orbit  of  the  Eye,  but  return’d  again  4 
when  he  leand  forward:  the  Sight  of  the  wounded  Eye 
was  wholly  taken  away*,  and  the  right  Eye,  tho untouch’d, 
was  very  red  and  pained  him.  A  certain  Chirurgeon  had 
npply’d  fome  improper  things  to  it  for  three  days.  The 
Author  declaring  the  Sight  of  the  wounded  Eye  part  Re¬ 
covery,  proceeded  as  follows,  in  order  to  cure  the  Wound, 
and  to  fecure  the  other  Eye:  the  things  which  he  thought 
fit  to  be  done  were  thefe^  viz.  to  reftore  the  Circulation 
of  the  Blood  and  Humours,  and  to  keep  off  the  Air,  and 
to  qualifie  the  Acid.  Firft  therefore  he  diftilTd  fome 
Drops  of  the  following  Eye- medicine  warm  into  each  Eye 
twice  a  day  to  qualifie  the  Acid.  Take  Water  of  Eyebright 
and  Celandine  of  each  two  ounces ,  of  Hyfop  an  ounce.  Crabs 
Eyes  prepar'd.  Coral  prepar'd ,  of  each  a  dram,  the  white 
Troches  of  Rhafs  two  fcruples  and  a  half  Sugar  o)  Saturn  a 
fcruple  and  a  half \  Tutty  prepar'd  two  Scruples.  Make  an 
Eye  Medicine.  Then  he  laid  on  them  two  Rags  boyfd 
in  French  Wine,  which  confided  of  Fenugreek l,  Hyfop , 
Lavender  Flowers ,  and  other  things  full  of  a  volatile  Salr5 
and  afterward  in  the  Places  of  thefe  Rags  he  apply’d  Plai«- 
fters  abounding  in  a  ftore  of  Salt,  fuch  as  is  found  i  nGum 
Ammoniacum ,  Sagapenum,  &c.  And  laftly,  he  fo  bound 
up  both  Eyes,  that  both  fhould  continue  unmov'd,  and 
kept  him  in  a  warm  and  darken’d  Room  5  and  10  the 
right  Eye  recovered  in  a  fhort  time  its  former  Sight  and 
date  of  Vigour,  but  the  left  Eye  could  not  be  heal’d  un¬ 
der  four  Months,  the  Patient  committing  fome  Diforders. 
During  the  Cure,  the  Author  alway  avoided  the  ufe  of  cold 
things,  becaufe  they  ftop  the  Tubes  and  very  narrow  Pores 
of  the  Eyes:  and  for  this  Reafon  he  rejefted  alfo  pingu-* 
ous  Subftances,  in  regard,  with  their  little  Branches,  they 
root  themfelves  fo  deeply  and  obftinately  in  the  narrow 
Pores  of  the  Eyes,  that  you  can  expell  them  again  but 
with  extream  Difficulty.

The  Cure  of  a  Tumour  fuppurate-d^  and  of  a  Bone  cariated^ 

or  eaten  with  Rottennejs . 

A  Girl,  ten  Years  of  Age, being  feis’d  with  a  burning  Fe¬ 
ver,  felt  a  Pain,  and  by  and  by  a  Swelling  in  the  Shoul¬ 
der,  which  was  of  the  fame  Colour  with  the  Skin,  and 
pretty  hard.The  Author  judging  the  Fault  in  this  Gale  to 
be  in  certain  vifeous  Particles  obftrufting,and  acid  ones  ir¬ 
ritating,  he  thought  nothing  more  proper  than  opening 
things  and  Qualifiers  of  the  Acid, wherefore  vhe  laid  on  the 
Humour  the  ftickficl^Plaifter  of  Paracelfus^nd  left  it  there 
for  fome  days  3  but  inftead  of  the  Acid  being  qualified,  and 
the  vifcous  Particles  fo  attenuated  as  partly  to  be  reftofd 
to  Circulation,  and  partly  to  evaporate  through  the  Pores 
of  the  Skin,  as  he  hoped,  the  Tumour  fuppurated,  and 
'from  being  hard  became  fofts  wherefore,  opening  it,  a 
great  deal  of  Pus  flowed  forth,  and  he  found  the  Bone 
under  it  cariated,  or  eaten  with  a  Rottennefs  3  and  now 
knowing  that  the  Bone  mu  ft  be  cur’d  firft,  and  that  Acids 
and  pinguous  Subftances  are  very  hurtful  to  the  Bones,  he 
fprinkled  Powder  of  Euphorbium  on  the  cariated  Bone, 
which  contains  much  of  a  very  (harp  volatile  Salt,  and  fo 
in  a  fliort  time  all  the  Caries  was  voided  by  degrees  from 
the  Ulcer  in  the  form  of  an  impalpable  Powder.  The 
Smartnefs  of  Euphorbium  is  not  acid  but  (aline.  To  help 
the  outward  Medicaments  by  others  inwardly  taken,  du¬ 
ring  the  Ufe  of  the  Euphorbium,  he  gave  the  fick  Perlon 
a  Deco&ion  of  China, ,  Sarza ,  and  other  things  containing 
much  volatile  fait .  If  the  Caries  had  not  yielded  to  thefe 
things  he  would  have  applied  a  burning  hot  Iron.  The 
Caries  of  the  Bone  being  removed,  the  reft  of  the  Ulcer 
was  fill’d  in  a  ftiort  time  with  Flefti,  by  the  foie  ufe  of 
common  Turpentine  laid  to  it  with  the  Tolk^of  an  Egg^  and 
an  Efchar  was  raifed  by  laying  dry  Lint  on  it,  which  im¬ 
bibes  the  Pus  3  which,  being  left  in  an  Ulcer,  does  not  a 
little  hinder  the  Generation  of  an  Efchar.

A  Fracture  of  the  Shin-hone  cur'd. 

A  Man,  thirty  years  of  Age,  leaping  from  a  Cart,  got 
an  oblique  Frafture  in  the  middle  of  his  Shin-bone,  and 
there  was  an  unevennefs  of  the  Leg  from  the  bones  (land¬ 
ing  out,  a  crackling  of  them  as  they  grated  againft  each 
other,  a  Pain,  and  a  Weaknefs  in  moving  it.  The  Au¬ 
thor  being  call’d,  prefently  (et  the  broken  Bones,  and 
then  thought  his  chief  Bufinels  was  to  reftore  the  hindred 
Circulation  of  the  Blood  and  Humours,  which  mud  needs 
(lagnate  here  and  there  ,  and  therefore  to  qualifie  the 
offending  Acid,  he  waftfd  the  part  affe&ed  with  Spirit 
of  Wine,  in  which  fomewhat  of  Gum  Ammoniacum  was 
difiolv  d  5  and  for  the  fame  end,  he  laid  on  a  Plaifter 
made  of  Diapalma^  Bole ,  Spirit  of  Wine ,  and  Oyl  of  Ca¬ 
momile^  and  then  he  put  Ligatures,  and  other  fit  things, 
for  keeping  the  (et  Bones  in  their  Places,  and  he  renew’d 
thefe  things  by  Intervals,  and  fo  the  Patient  walk'd  again 
within  fix  Weeks :  he  ordered  the  Leg  of  the  Difeas’dal- 
way  to  lye  (Iretch’d  out,  and  took  care  that  the  Heel  of 
the  Foot  (hould  reft  on  a  little  Bolder,  in  the  midft  of 
which  a  hole  was  made,  for  otherwife  it  might  happen, 
that  a  gangreen  might  (ei(e  the  Heel,  becaufe  the  VelTels 
and  Tubes  of  the  Parts  are  greatly  comprefs'd  by  long 
lodging.  Some,  in  a  Frafture  of  the  Shin-bone,  com¬ 
mend  vifcous  things,  which  he  rejects  as  hurtful,  becaufe 
they  encreafe  Obftruftions  in  an  unexercis’d  Body,  which 
on  the  contrary  ought  rather  to  be  diminifh  d.

A  Difocation  of  the  Shoulder  curd. 

A  Man,  thirty  Years  of  Age,  falling  out  of  a  Cart,  had 
a  Di  (location  in  his  left  Shoulder,  fo  that  the  Head  of  the 
Bone  being  fall’n  below  its  Place,  caus'd  a  Protuberaocy 
there  ^  while,  on  the  contrary,  in  the  upper  part  there 
was  found  an  unufual  Cavity.:  The  Difeas’d  complain’d 
of  a  great  Pain,  and  could  not  move  his  hand  forward 


to  his  Fore-head,  nor  backward  to  his  Neck.  The  Au¬ 
thor  being  call’d,  fet  the  diflocated  Bone,  and  prefently 
the  motion  return’d,  and  the  Pain  greatly  remitted.  The 
Bone  being  fet,  he  endeavour'd  todilTolve  the  ftagoating 
Humours  by  Qualifiers  of  the  Acid,  and  to  reftore  their 
Circulation  ;  wherefore  he  walh’d  the  Part  aflefted  with 
Spirit  of  Wine ,  in  which  Gum  Ammoniacum  was  dijfolv^dj 
and  laid  thereon  a  Plaifter  made  of  Diapalma,  Bole ,  S 'pi- > 
rit  of  Wine,  andOjl  of  Camomile ,  and  then  a  Ball  of  roll’d 
Linnen  being  put  under  the  Arm-pit,  he  made  a  fit  Liga¬ 
ture,  and  fo  the  Difeas’d  in  a  (hort  time  recovered.  Some, 
when  the  bone  is  fet,  recommend  Aftringents,  but  our- 
Author  fays,  Aftringents  then  increafe  Gbftru&ions, 
which  ought  rather  to  be  remov’d.

The  Punffure  of  a  Nerve  cur’d. 

A  Man,  twenty  four  Years  of  Age,  being  about  a  Cbi- 
rurgical.  Operation,  hurt  the  Fore-finger  of  the  left  hand, 
about  the  middle  joynt,  with  the  Point  of  a  Knife;  at 
firft  there  was  no  great  Pain,  but  the  next  Morning  it 
was  mighty  intenfe,  and  befides,  his  whole  Finger  was 
feis’d  with  a  rednefs,  a  burning,  and  a  fwelling,  and  the 
Skin  being  pale  and  without  fenfe,was  feparated  in  the  Pla¬ 
ces  near  the  Wound.  The  Author  concluding  it  to  be  a 
Nerve  hurt,  and  not  without  danger,  pour’d  into  the 
Wound  Ojl  of  Turpentine,  and  that  pretty  hot,  that  fo 
its  Particles,  being  put  in  a  greater  Motion,  might  pene¬ 
trate  more  readily  and  deeper,  and  might  work  the  more 
powerfully  for  qualifying  the  ofienfive  Acid  ;  he  laid  al- 
fo  on  it  the JliTickPlaifler  of  Paracelfus,  which  alio  qua¬ 
lifies  the  Acid  ;  and  at  laft  with  a  double  linnen  Cloth 
he  apply’d  on  the  whole  Finger. and  ahb  the  hand  a  Loti¬ 
on  confiding  of  Spirit  of  Wine ,  Elder  Water ,  Camphire, 
and  Sal  Prunella  :  and  thefe  things  being  iterated  twice 
a  day,  and  the  Skin  now  feparated  from  the  Flefh  under 
it  by  a  Pair  of  Sciffars,  the  Young-man  was  foon  made 
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found.  But  mean  while  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  cur  Author 
was  very  induftrious  in  keeping  off  the  ambient  Air, 
which  contains  an  Acid,  it  coagulating  Milk  and  Blood 
let  out.  The  Pain  is  much  lefs  in  a  Nerve  wholly  cut  off, 
than  in  that  which  is  only  prick'd,  or  otherwife  lightly 
hurt  5  becaufe  when  a  Nerve  is  wholly  cut  off,  one  Ex¬ 
tremity  is  withdrawn  into  this  part,  and  the  other  into 
that  part,  and  they  are  hidden  by  the  Flefh,  that  neither 
the  acid  Humour  (ticking  in  the  Wound,  nor  the  ambient 
Air,  can  come  to  the  Nerve.

A  Pain  of  the  Head  curd. 

A  man,  forty  two  Y ears  of  Age,  was  tormented  with 
a  moft  cruel  Pain  of  the  Head,  and  that  only  about  the 
Temple  of  one  fide,  where  it  continued  fix'd.  Our  Au¬ 
thor  conceiv'd  the  caufe  of  this  Pain  to  be  an  acido-cor- 
rofive  Humour  there  lying  hid  pretty  deep, and  ftagnating 
by  reafon  of  a  very  obftinate  Obftruftion :  he  put  therefore 
to  the  Part  affefted  the  Powder  of  Cantharides  made  into 
a  blijlering  Plaijier  with  his  own  Spittle ,  about  the  Even¬ 
ing,  and  left  it  there  all  night}  coming  the  day  follow¬ 
ing,  he  faw  a  mighty  Bladder  produc'd  by  the  Canthari¬ 
des,  and  underftood  the  Pain  to  be  wholly  remov'd  from 
the  Difeas’d }  tho  he  does  not  think  the  Pain  to  be  remo¬ 
ved  by  reafon  of  the  Bladder,  and  the  Water  flowing  from 
it  when  open,  but  for  that  the  volatile  Salt  of  the  Can¬ 
tharides,  coming  to  the  acido-corrofive  Humour,  quali¬ 
fied  it  and  cut  it,  and  remov'd  the  Obftruftion:  And  to 
confirm  this  Notion,  be  cites  Riverius ,  who  in  his  third 
Century,  Obferv .  16.  lays,  that  a  Veficatory  wholly  drove 
away  the  Pain  left  by  the  Sting  of  a  Bee,  within  a  Quar¬ 
ter  of  an  Hour,  no  Bladders  being  rais'd,  by  reafon  of 
the  little  Stay.  In  this  Obfervation  he  cenfures  Willis  and 
Sylvius  for  mixing  Vinegar  and  Acids  in  Veficatories} 
and  fays,  that  as  often  as  he  has  mix'd  Vinegar  with  Can¬ 
tharides,  they  have  not  wrought  in  a  whole  days  time, 
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the  volatile  Salt  of  the  Cantharides  being  enervated  by 
the  Vinegar,  in  which  their  chief  Vertue  confifts,

The  Cure  of  the  for  it?  king  of  a  Tendon  after  the  FraUure 

of  the  Shoulder- bone. 

A  Man,  twenty  two  Years  of  Age,  could  not  ftretch 
forth  his  Arm,  which  continued  bowed  and  ftiff  after  a 
Frafture  of  the  Bone  of  the  Shoulder  being  cur’d.  The 
remote  Caufe  of  this  Evil  was  the  Careieflhefs  of  the  Sur¬ 
geon,  who  left  the  Arm  bowed  for  five  or  fix  Weeks, 
whereas  he  ought  to  have  ftretch’d  it  forth  divers  times, 
every  time  that  he  bound  up  the  Fra&ure,  which  ought 
to  be  well  minded  in  Praftife:  and  here  for  want  of  it  the 
Mufcul&s  Biceps ,  which  moves  the  Elbow,  became  fhrunk,. 
the  Humours  which  iffue  from  the  Arteries,  and  which 
before  circulated  freely,  fixing  themelves  there  5  where¬ 
fore,  to  expell  the  Particles  which  ftop’d  the  Pores,  the 
Author  us’d  a  Fomentation  of  W ine ,  in  which  Herbs ,  and 
other  things  con  fifing  of  much  volatile  Salt ,  were  boy  id  5 
and  afterward  he  apply’d  the  EmplaJirum  de  ranis  cum 
mercuric  *  and  after  that  he  had  continued  this  for  feme 
days,  he  ordered  the  Difeas’d  divers  times  to  carry  a 
Weight  in  his  Hand,  atid  in  a  fhort  while  he  recover’d 
his  former  Health.

Concer  ning  a  Vein  being  open  cL 
A  Man,  thirty  fix  Years  of  Age,  commanded  a  Vein 
to  be  open’d  in  the  bending  of  his  Arm  5  on  the  day  fol¬ 
lowing  fome  ounces  of  a  lympid  Humour  flowed*  from 
the  little  Wound  of  the  Vein,  and  for  fome  days  the  fame 
flowing  ftill  held,  and  in  the  mean  while  the  Arm  nei< 
xher  pain’d,  nor  look’d  red.  The  Author  conceiv’d  this  to 
proceed  from  fome  lymphatick  Veffcl  being  cut  over  the 
Vein,  and  qualified  the  offending  Acid  about  the  lym¬ 
phatick  Veffcl  with  Oyl  of  Turpentine  infus’d  warm,  and 
fo  made  the  Aperture  grow  together,  and  ftop’d  the 
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lympid  Humour.  Moreover,  he  knew  a  young  Surgeon, 
who,;n  opening  the  middle  Vein, prick’d  the  Tendon  un¬ 
der  it,  whence  followed  a  Pain  and  a  Rednefs^  and 
thofe  being  cur’d,  there  was  fo  great  a  Contra&ion  of  the  - 
Tendon  of  the  h/Lufculus  Biceps ,  that  the  Per  fen  could 
not  ftretch  forth  her  Arm  in  a  long  time :  this  Evil  was 
cur'd  as  in  the  foregoing  Obfervation  $  and  the  Pain  and 
Rednefr  which  often  accompany  the  pricking  of  a  Ten¬ 
don  have  the  fame  Caufe  and  Cure  as  mention’d  in  the 
'  Punfture  of  a  Nerve.  As  to  what  fome  Surgeons  fay, 
That  when  they  will  empty  a  thick  Blood  they  make  a 
large  Orifice  in  a  Vein,  and  when  they  will  empty  a  thin 
Blood,  they  make  it  fmall  5  he  thinks  it  imports  little:  for 
fince  the  grofs  Particles  of  the  Blood  are  able  to  circulate 
compleatly  enough  mix’d  with  the  fubtle,  through  the 
capillary  Arteries  and  Veins,  he  thinks  no  Aperture  cam 
be  made  fo  little  with  a  Lancet,  but  the  grofs  Blood  will 
pafs  forth  with  the  fubtle.  Many  will  have  the  cephalick 
Vein  to  be  open’d  rather  than  the  Middle  or  the  Liver 
Vein,  but  the  Author  thinks  it  not  fo  proper,  havings 
often  found,that  the  former  eafily  receedsfrom  its  proper 
Place,  and  fo,  while  it  is  endeavour'd  to  be  lanc’d,  efi* 
chews  the  Wound.  He  has  often  obferv’d  in  fat  Perfbns, 
that  a  Vein,  prefemly  after  a  Ligature  is  made,  rife  full 
enough, and  is  manifeft  to  the  Eye,  but  that  the  fame,  un- 
lefs  prefemly  open’d,  vanilhes  again,  the  Blood  eafily 
preffing  down  the  yielding  Fat,  that  fo,  notwithftanding 
the  Ligature,  it  freely  rifes  over  the  Vein  again.  Many; 
times  feme  Lividnefs  is  found  remaining  after  the  opening 
of  a  Vein,  which  often  proceeds  from  the  ill  ufe  of  Vi¬ 
negar,  in  which  the  linnen  Rag*  which  is  laid  on  the 
Orifice,  is  dip’d  y  for  the  Blood  is  coagulated  by  the  Acid, 
and  gets  a  livid  and  blackifh  Colour.  Pigr<eufj  a  skill¬ 
ful  Surgeon,  fays,  that  after  opening  a  Vein,  the  Aper¬ 
ture  muft  be  anointed  with  fome  Oyl,  if  you  will  draw 
Blood  again  the  fame  day,  from  the  fame  Orifice,  with¬ 
out 
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out  a  new  Aperture:  Hence  our  Author  fays,  if  Oyl 
hinders  the  growing  together  of  a  Wound,  thofedoili 
who  apply  Oyls  to  Wounds,  as  Oyl  of  St.Johns^wort  for 
inftance  $  for  if  St.  J ohns-wort  does  good  in  Wounds  by 
reafon  of  its  volatile  Salt  qualifying  the  offending  Acid, 
they  were  much  better  extraft  the  Tin&ure  of  St.  Johns- 
wort  with  Spirit  of  Wine,  in  which  it  will  much  more 
readily  and  plentifully  depofe  its  volatile  Salt,  than  in 
Oyl,  which  hurts  Wounds,  the  other  egregioufly  qua¬ 
lifying  the  Acid*

Of  a  crackling  noife  of  a  Tendon. 

A  Woman,  forty  three  Years  of  Age,  after  harder 
Working  than  ufaal,  got  an  Impotence  to  motion,  a 
Swelling, and  a  Pain  in  the  right  hand  5  and  the  Tendon 
plac’d  in  the  hand,  when  it  was  prefs’d  with  the  Finger, 
made  a  Noife.  The  Author  ordered  Spirit  of  Wine  fo 
sto  be  fet  on  fire,  that  the  Vapour  riling  from  it  fliould 
fly  all  about  the  hand  affe&ed*  and  this  being  done,  he 
ordered  the  Emplajirum  de  Rank  cum  Mer curio  to  be  ap- 
ply’d  to  it  ^  and  fo  the  coagulated  Humours  were  diff 
folved,  and  the  Obftru&ions  remov’d,  and  the  Difeas’d 
within  a  few  days  was  wholly  reftofd  to  her  former 
i  Health*  •>  ,

A  Ganglium  in  the  Hand  curd. 

A  Youth,  fixteen  Years  of  Age,  complain’d  of  a  hard 
Swelling,  without  Pain,  which  being  feated  in  the  back 
part  of  the  hand,  was  as  big  as  a  Filbert,  and  was  of  the 
fame  Colour  with  the  found  Skin :  and  now  it  was  three 
Months  fince  the  Difeas’d  was  affe&ed  with  it,  it  hapning 
after  harder  working  than  ufual.  The  Author  prels’d 
the  Swelling  pretty  hard  with  his  Thumb,  and  fo  it  forth¬ 
with  vanifti’d  5  but  for  preventing  a  Return,  in  order  to 
attenuate  the  vifcous  Humours,  and  to  remove  Obftru- 
£tions,  he  laid  on  it  the  Emplajirum  de  Rank  cum 
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Mer  curio,  and  bound  it  pretty  hard  on,  which  hind  red 
the  vifcous  Humours  from  gathering  together  again  in 
the  wonted  Cavity.  But  when  a  Tumour  is  offome 
Years  ftanding,  then  it  will  not  be  remov’d  by  the  Pref- 
fure  of  the  Thumb,  but  a  wooden  Ferula  like  thofe  in 
Schools,  is  to  be  us’d,  only  that  a  Piece  of  ’Lead  may  be 
plac’d  in  the  middle  of  it  5  and  the  Author  fays,  he  faw 
a  Ganylium  of  four  years  ftanding  wholly  vanifti  by  one 
ftroke  of  fuch  a  Ferula ,  the  Patient  turning  a  fide  his  Face 
when  he  was  ftruck,the  cure  of  which  was  then  in  a  fhort 
time  compleated  by  the  Plaifter,and  ftrait  Ligature  before . 
mention’d.

A  little  round  fwelling  of  the  lower  Lip ,  curd. 
young  Man,  twenty  three  years  of  Age,  ftiew'd  the 
Author  in  his  lower  Lip  a  round  fwelling,  moveable,little 
paining  him, but  troublefome  in  the  mean  time, it  being  as> 
big  as  the  little  round  Stones  boyes  ufe  to  play  withall  $ 
the  colour  differ’d  not  from  the  reft  of  the  Lip,  the  pati¬ 
ent  above  three  Months  before  had  bitten  his  lower  Lip 
with  his  Teeth,  and  obferv’d  this  fwelling  from  that  time 
in  regard  that  Medicines  cannot  be  conveniently  apply’d, 
nor  kept  on  this  place,  therefore  our  Author  cut  off  the* 
whole  fwelling  at  once,  with  an  incifion  Knife, and  heal’d 
up  the  Wound  remaining,  only  by  Hony  of  Kofes.

An  ajfeff  of  the  Mouth ,  call’d  . a  water-Cankgr,  cur’d. 

The  Author  went  to  fee  a  male  Child  two  years  of  Age,- 
who  had  been  ill  of  a  Qpartan  full  three  Months,  and  be¬ 
twixt  his  upper  Lip  and  the  Gum,  he  found  an  Ulcer, 
which  had  began  there  about  four  dates  before,  it  palling 
pretty  high  upward,  being  hollow,  hard,  paining,  black- 
ith,  and  fmelling  ill:  he  matters  not  whether  this.affeft  - 
be  call’d  a  -Gangrecn  with  Fhldanus ,  or  a  Cancer  with' 
Charles  Battus ,  or  the  Ulcer  Noma  with  Cornelius  Fander 
Worden  :  but  he  lays, this  Evil  runs  on  very  quick,  andc 
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may  kill  the  difeafed  in  a  fhort  time,  as  he  found  by  ex¬ 
perience  two  Months  before  his  writing  this,  in  a  Girl  four 
years  ofage$  who  was  brought  to  him  the  fifth  day  after  the 
feifureof  thedifeafe,(he  being  fo  deform'd,  that  the  fcarce 
feem’d  ofhumane  kind, for  half  the  Nofe,and  a  quarter  of  the 
Tongue  were  already  con(unid,and  the  left  cheek  was  hard 
as  a  Stone, and  perforated  with  a  great  hole, whereupon  fhe 
died  within  four  daies, according  to  his  prognoftick 5  ha¬ 
ving  duely  confidered  thefe  things,  he  prefcribed  to  the 
former  child  the  following  Ointment,  for  refifting  the 
Corrofive  acid*  Take  Venice  Treacle  two  drams  and  a  half 
ZJnguentum  Bigyptiacum  a  dram  and  a  half ,  Gum  lac7 
Spirit  of  fa l  Armoniac  of  each  two  firuples ,  Jpirit  ofScur- 
vigrafs  two  drams ,  mix  them,  and  make  an  Ointment, 
with  which  a  little  fpirit  of  Wine  being  mixt,  and  the 
whole  warm'd,  the  part  affefted  was  wafh’d  fix  times  a 
day,  and  Lint  dipt  in  it  was  put  on  the  Sore  3  by  this 
fble  Remedy,  he  cur’d  not  only  this  little  Child,  but  has 
cufd  many  others,  and  that  in  a  fhort  time.

A  connate  tumour  of  the  fore-head ,  curd . 

A  Girl  half  a  year  old,  was  deform’d  in  the  fore-head 
by  a  fweiiing  which  was  very  red,  and  without  pain, 
which  fhe  had  contra&ed  in  the  Wombs  her  Mother 
while  fhe  was  with  Child  with  her,  receiv’d  a  Wound  in 
the  Forehead,  whence  much  Blood  flow’d,  and  which 
caus’d  a  great  pain :  fhe  goes  to  a  Looking  glafs  to  fee 
her  felf,  where  being  much  frighted,  fhe  communicated 
the  imprefiion  to  the  Child.  Our  Author  feeing  the  Tu¬ 
mour,  laid  on  it  a  corrofive  of  quicks  Lime  and  common 
Soap  mixt  together,  and  fo  rais'd  an  Efchar,  which  being 
Separated, in  a  fhort  time  all  the  tumour  was  gone, where¬ 
fore  he  laid  on  it  his  little  hard  cake,  mention’d  before, 
which  comprefsd  the  Flefh,otherwife  apt  to  be  luxuriant, 
which  brought  thereon  again  a  ftnal'l  Scar,  which  at  firft 
•indeed  was  fomewhat  red,  but  that  rednefs  afterward

was  wholly  taken  away,  when  the  Scar  had  been  fome- 
times  touch’d  with  Oyl  of  Tartar  per  deliquium.  This 
Girl,fo  fuccefsfully  freed  from  all  deformity  of  the  Fore¬ 
head,  may  encourage  Surgeons  to  attempt  the  Removal 
of  many  deform  d  Spots  and  Tumours  communicated  to 
Children  in  the  Womb,  which  are  look’d  upon  by  many 
as  incurable.

du  Vlcer  with  u  Juries  or  Pottentsejs  oj  the  “Jaw¬ 
bone,  curd. 

A  Woman,  twenty  eight  Years  of  Age,  was  troubled 
with  a  fmall,  deep*  and  paining  Ulcer  of  the  lower 
Jaw,  wnence  a  great  ftore  of  Pus  daily  flowed,  and  al- 
way  a  fpungy  Flelh  fprang  up  in  the  Ulcer,  and  an  eat- 
ing  Rottennefs  had  hollowed  the  Tooth  joyning  to  the 
Ulcer,  and  befides  in  the  Parts  bordering  on  the  Ulcer 
no  lmall  Hardnefs  prefented  it  felf  to  the  Touch.  The 
Woman  told  our  Author,  that  this  Ulcer  owed  its  Rile 
to  a  great  and  very  hard  Swelling  of  the  lower  Jaw,  and 
withall  of  one  half  of  the  Face,  which  being  foppurated, 
and  opening  it  felf  of  its  own  Accord  in  the  Cavity  of 
the  Mouth,  difcharg’d  much  Corruption:  now  this  Aper¬ 
ture  was  heal  d  in  a  fhort  time  by  the  Spittle  in  the 
Mouth  f,  but  the  Tumour  was  open’d  outwardly  by  a 
Surgeon  with  an  Incifion  Knife,  and  this  Aperture  had 
now  been  there  for  fome  Weeks,  and  yielded  to  no  Re¬ 
medies.  After  that  the  Author  was  call’d,  and  had  cor.- 
fidered  all  Circumftances,  he  certainly  concluded  that  the 
lower  Jaw-bone  was  cariated  or  eaten  with  a  Rotten- 
n^iS,  which  chiefly  difeoverd  it  lelf  to  him  from  the 
Fltfh  its  being  alway  luxuriant,  and  from  the  greater 
ftore  of  Pus  than  the  Narrownefs  of  the  Ulcer  requir’d, 
if  the  Bone  had  not  been  tainted  by  a  Caries.  To  be 
fenfibly  fatisfied  of  this  Caries,  becaule  the  Narrownels 
of  the  Ulcer  did  not  admit  the  Probe,  therefore  he  us’d 
a  Hogs  Hair,  and  with  it  touch’d  the  naked  and  cariated 
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Bone.  th  order  to  a  Cure,  he  concludes  this  rauft  Be 
done,  viz.  That  the  corrofive  Add  mu  ft  be  qualified;, 
die  Separation  of  the  eariated. Fragments  muft  be  promo¬ 
ted,  and  the  hardnefs  about  the  Ulcer  muft  be  foftned. 
But  firft  of  all  he  ordered  the  eariated  Tooth  to  be 
drawn  forth,  fearing  left  it  fhould  ittfeft  the  Jaw  further  5 
but  the  Root  of  the  Tooth  drawn  forth  appear’d  uncor¬ 
rupted:  then  he  put  into  the  Wound  a  Pledget  with  the 
following  Ointment:  Take  Turpentine  two  ounces 9  one 
Tolk^of  an  Egg<>  Aloes  and  Myrrh  of  each  a  Dramy  mix 
them .  Sometimes  alfo  to  widen  the  juicer,  he  fprinkled 
on  the  Pledget  the  Powder  of  Crocfa  Met allorum^  which, 
remov'd  the  proud  Flefh,  or  he  put  in  a  Pledget  made 
of  the  Root  of  Gentian ,  and  many  times  on  the  top  of 
the  Pledget  he  put  the  Powder  of  Euphorbium,  that  with 
its  copious  volatile  Salt  it  ftiould  qualifie  the  corrofive 
Acid,  and  fo  fhould  not  only  hinder  the  Corruption  of 
the  found  Bone,  but  likewife  (liould  haften  the  Separa¬ 
tion  of  the  Fragments  affected  with  the  Caries.  On  the 
proud  FI elli,  riling  above  the  Ulcer,  he  often  put  burnt 
Allom.  To  remove  the  Hardnefs  about  the  Ulcer,  he  ap¬ 
ply ’d  the  Emplajirum  Stypticum  of  Paracel  fa.  The  Hard¬ 
nefs  was  taken  away  in  a  fhort  time  after  this  manner  y 
and  after  that  he  had  diligently  apply d  htmfelf  for  three 
Months  fpace  to  the  Cure  of  this  Ulcer,  three  whitifh 
Fragments  came  out  of  it,  one  after  the  other,  whereof 
the  two  firft  were  very  final  1,  but  the  third  pretty  great 
and  broad  y  at  the  time  a  Fragment  came  away  the  Pm 
appear'd  bloody,  becaufe  the  Blood  Veffels  were  injur'd 
by  it,  and  then  the  Pain  was  intended.  When  the  Fra¬ 
gments  began  to  move  they  increas'd  the  Store  of  the 
Pus%  and  made  the  proud  Flefh  increafe :  after  that  the 
laft  Fragment  came  away,  the  quantity  of  the  Pus  pre- 
fently  diminiih’d,  and  the  fungous  Flefh  being  taken 
away  with  burnt  Allum  grew  no  more,  and  fo  the  Ul¬ 
cer,  within  four  days,  grew  wholly  together,  tho  there 
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remaind  a  hollow  and  hard  Scar,  which  no  Man  can  pre¬ 
vent  in  a  Caries  of  a  Bone,  becaufe  the  nouriihing  Parti¬ 
cles,  which  are  circulated  through  the  Tubes  of  the  Bone, 
and  fo  come  to  the  Superficies  of  it,  whence  the  cariated 
Fragment  is  feparated,  are  much  more  folid  than  fieUiy 
Particles  3  and  therefore,  when  by  reafon  of  the  Simili¬ 
tude  of  their  Surfaces  theyftick  there  to  theextream  part 
of  the  Bone,  they  joyn  and  are  connected  to  each  other 
much  more  elofely,  and  make  as  it  were  a  certain  little 
Caiius.

A  Wound  in  the  Leg ,  made  by  a  Pifiol  Shot ,  curd. 

A  Young-man,  twenty  four  Years  of  Age,  was  ill  of 
a  round,  blackifh,  and  painful  Wound  in  the  Leg,  caus'd 
by  a  Piftol-fhot :  the  leaden  Bullet,  difehargd  from  the 
Piflol,  could  not  pafs  through  the  Leg,  but  batter  d  it 
egregioufly }  whence  happen'd  the  Pain  and  Blacknels. 
YVhen  the  Difeas'd  came  to  our  Author,  he  ordered  him 
to  fet  his  Body  in  the  fame  Pofture  it  had  when  he  was 
wounded,  and  then  he  fearch’d  after  the  Bullet  as  dili¬ 
gently  as  he  could  with  a  Leaden  Probe,  and  alfo  with  a 
Wax  Candle,  but  all  in  vain,  bccaufe  it  was  gotten  too 
deep,  and  had  fo  hid  it  felf,  that  it  could  not  be  drawn 
forth.  He  concluded  therefore,  that  the  thing  to  be  done, 
was,  that  the  Blood  and  Humours  ftagnating  by  reafon 
of  the  Contufion,  and  coagulated  by  the  Acid,  ought  to 
be  diflolv'd  by  Qualifiers  of  the  Acid,  that  fo  the  Circu¬ 
lation  of  the  Blood  and  Humours,  in  fome  meafure  hun¬ 
dred,  (hould  be  reftord,  and  by  that  means  that  the  lit¬ 
tle  Fibres  flicking,  and  quite  dead  in  the  Wound,  fhould 
be  feparated  from  the  live  Flefh,  and  the  Wound  fhould 
be  filled  again,  and  heal’d  with  new  Flefh,  which,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  Leaden  Bullet’s  remaining  in  the  Leg, 
he  effected  in  a  fhort  time,  by  applying  to  it  this  Oint¬ 
ment,  and  laying  on  it  the  following  Plaifter.  Take  Tur - 
pentine  two  ounces^  the  Toll^  of  one  Egg>  Myrrh ,  Aloes  ^  of 
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each  half  a  Dram,  Oyl  of  Wax  twenty  Drops.  Make  an 
Ointment.  Take  the  Plaijier  Diapalma  two  ounces 5  com¬ 
mon  Chal!^  Bole ,  of  each  half  a  dram ,  Diaphoretic k  Anti¬ 
mony  a  f Tuple,  Oyl  of  Tartar  per  Deliqumm  half  a Jcrupfe, 
Oyl  of  C  a  mo  mi  l  what  fajfces,  mix  them  according  to  Art 
and  make  a  Plaijier .  But  mean  while  he  aided  the  out¬ 
ward  Medicines  by  inward  5  and  he  gave  the  Difeas'd 
fometimes  inftead  of  a  vulnerary  Potion,  a  fernple  of Crabs 
Eyes,  and  as  much  of  white  Coral .  He  cenfures  the  An¬ 
cients,  who  held  the  Wounds  made  by  Shot  venemous, 
and  thofe  who  think  a  Leaden  Bullet  difcharg’d  from  a 
Piftol  burns  the  Flefh  as  it  paffes.  He  tells  us  alfo,  that 
Lead  may  fometimes  remain  a  long  Series  of  Years  in 
Mans  Body  without  any  fallible  Hurt,  tho  Brafs,  Iron, 
and  many  other  things,  cannot,  becaufe  the  latter  are 
apt  to  contract  a  Ruft,  but  not  the  former.  Here  he  cen¬ 
fures  alfo  the  pretended  Cures  by  the  Sympathetical  Pow¬ 
der,  and  wholly  difbelieves  what  fome  affert  of  Mens  be¬ 
ing  foot- free.

A  won derf id  Ulcer  cur  d. 

A  Woman,  feventy  Years  of  Age,  having  an  Ulcer  in 
that  part  of  the  Thigh  which  is  diftant  about  fix  F  ingers 
breadth  from  the  Groin,  and  whofe  Cavity  was  above 
four  Hands  in  breadth,  came  to  confult  the  Authors  Fa¬ 
ther.  From  this  Ulcer,  at  one  time,  there  ifiued  thirty 
Eggs  full  of  a  lympid  Water,  afterward  for  fome  follow¬ 
ing  Days  many  others  iffued  forth,  which  together  made 
above  a  hundred,  and  fome  of  them  were  as  big  as  a  Hens 
Egg,  fome  as  that  of  a  Pidgeon,  fome  alfo  as  that  of  a 
Sparrow,  and  all  of  them  feverally  were  compaffd  about 
with  a  Membrane  of  their  own,  and  feparate  from  the 
reft,  it  being  white,  and  as  thick  as  a  Card.  Thefe  Eggs 
appear’d  very  like  Eggs  layed  before  the  Shell  is  harden¬ 
ed,  and  all  of  them  lay  together  in  a  common  and  thick 
Membrane.  Thefe  Eggs  being  voided  at  times  from  this 
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HI  cer,  the  following  Injeftion,  oronclikeit,  was  us’d. • 
Tahg  the  Roots  of  round  Birthwort  three  drams ,  the  Herbs 
Carduus  Benedict  us  and  Speedwell  of  each  a  handful  and  a' 
half  Crabs  Ejes  an  ounce ,  Mjrrh ,  Aloes  ^  of  each  a  dram 
and  a  half  bojl  them  according  to  Art  in  French  Wine^  and 
let  the  Straining  be  usd.  And  fo  that  common  and  thick 
Membrane  was  con  fum’d  by  degrees,  and  the  Patient  at 
length  was-  reftor’d  to  her  former  Health.

A  great  Tumour  in  the  Necf  curd, 

A  Girl,  fifteen  Years  of  Age,  being  otherwife  well,> 
had  been  troubled  for  fix  Years  with  a  hard  and  round 
Swelling;  in  the  Neck,  of  the  lame  Colour  with  the  found ; 
Skin,  void  of  Pain,  and  as  big  as  a  Loaf  of  white  Bread' 
fold  for  half  a  Scjicrtivs,  it  miferably  deforming  the  Dift 
eas’d.  The  Author  judg’d  the  Humour  of  this  Tumour 
to  be  very  vifeous,  and  divided  into  many  Cells,  as  the 
Humour  in  a  Citron  or  Orange.  By  reafon  of  the  Vif- 
coufnefs  of  the  Humour,  this  Tumour  could  not  be  dif- 
cufs’d,  nor  be  brought  to  Suppuration  the  common  way  5 
wherefore  he  laid  a  Corrofive  on  it  5  and  the  Efchar  be¬ 
ing  remov’d,  he  apply’d  with  a  Tent  Unguentum  Bafili- 
cum  mixt  with  common  Turpentine,  and  fo  daily  fome- 
what  of  the  vifeous  Corruption  flowed  forth:  and  thus 
the  Bulk  of  this  horrid  Tumour  began  to  be  diminiih’d, 
and  at  length  all  the  vifeous  Humour  came  away.  If  at 
any  time  the  Tubes  about  the  Orifice,  made  by  Art,  were 
ft  op’d  by  the  very  vifeous.  Humour,  which  often  hap¬ 
pen’d,  then  he  mixt  with  the  Ointment  wherewith  the 
Pledget  was  anointed,  a  little  Crocus  Metallorum ,  that 
fo  an  Efchar  was  raib’d,  which  being  feparated,  the  Tubes 
appear’d  again,  and  fo  the  Girl,  within  three  Months \ 
fpace,  was  wholly  cur’d  of  this  Tumour  and  the  conco¬ 
mitant  Deformity,

A ’little  Stone  flicking  in  the  urinary  Pajjagey  how  thence 

withdrawn. 

A  Boy,  five  Years  of  Age,  complain’d  on  a  fudden 
of  a  mighty  Pain  in  his  Yard,  and  could  not  make  Wa¬ 
ter.  The  Author  being  call’d,  upon  try al  touch’d  the 
little  Stone  lying  in  the  urinary  PafTage,  with  an  iron 
Probe, it  being  as  big  as  a  Pepper-corn,but  more  rough  5  fit 
Inftruments, recommended  by  many  Authors  in  fuch  a  cafe, 
hadbeenus'd  already  to  draw  it  forth,but  in  vain :  the  Au¬ 
thor  therefore  prefently  gave  theDifeas’d  two  Spoonfuls  of 
the  following  mixture.  Take  aqua  Antinephritica,tke  Wa¬ 
ters  of  Stone  Par  fey  and  of  Fennel  of  each  an  ounce,  Syrup 
of  Alt  h  £  a  of  Femelius  half  an  ounce ,  Crabs  Eyes  a  dram f 
Sal  prunella  half  a  Dram ,  Salt  of  Bean  f  alky  a  fcrupleymx 
them.  And  afterward  he  ordered  the  Child’s  Mother, 
Vt  os  fuum  filioli  pceni  applicant,  ac  fugeret  quantum  pofet • 
And  by  this  means  the  little  Stone  in  a  fhort  time  was 
drawn  forth  to  the  Extremity  of  the  Urethra,  whence 
then  it  was  prefently  extracted  with  a  Forceps  5  and  fo 
the  little  Boy  was  quickly,  fafely,  and  pleafantly  freed 
from  this  painful  Affefl:.

A  Contufon  fuddenly  curd. 

A  Man,  going  in  thirty  Years  of  Age,  in  a  Tennis 
Court,  receiv'd  a  Ball,  ftruck  very  hard  from  a  Racket, 
in  the  right  Eye,  whence  prefently  there  arofe  a  moft 
vehement  Pain.  The  Patient  calling  to  mind,  that  he  had 
feen  others,  who  had  been  hurt  after  the  like  manner,  to 
be  ftraitway  curd  by  cold  Water  alone  apply’d  prefent¬ 
ly  after  the  Stroke,  forthwith  apply’d  to  the  Place  hurt, 
his  Handkerchief  dip’d  in  cold  Water,  and  afioon  as  it 
began  to  wax  warm  he  dipd  it  again  in  new  cold  Water, 
and  the  next  day  his  Eye  was  found  and  pretty  well. 
Cold  Water  might  feem  rather  to  do  hurt  in  a  Contufi- 
on,  becaufe  it  thickens,  coagulates,  and  makes  to  ftag- 
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nate  the  extravafated  Blood  j  wherefore,  Spirit  of  Wine, 
and  other  Medicines,  which  increafe  the  motion  of  the 
Blood,  may  rather  feem  proper  in  this  Cafe.  To  this  the 
Author  fays,  that  the  Blood  was  not  extravafated  upon 
the  frefh  ftriking  of  the  Ball,  and  that  the  cold  Water 
prefently  apply  a  hindred  the  Blood  from  extravafating5 
but  to  do  fo  when  the  Blood  is  extravafated  he  thinks  it 
a  Mad  nets,  and  has  often  known,  a  Gangrene  to  have 
happen'd  in  a  Part  bruis’d  by  the  unfeafonable  ufe  of  cold 
and  aftringent  things.

A  hard  fwellwg  of  the  Paunch  curd . 

A  Girl,  five  years  of  Age,  having  us’d  an  ill  diet,  was 
troubled  for  a  long  time  with  a  hard  fweliing  of  the 
Paunch,  and  her  Face  was  pale  5  the  following;  Oint¬ 
ment,  recommended  by  Sylvius  in  the  like  cafe,  had  al¬ 
ready  been  ufed  in  vain.  Take  compound  Ointment  of 
Marfly  mallows,  Oyl  of  white  Lillies  of  each  half  an  ounce , 
0)1  of  Bricks  a  dram *  mix  them .  The  Author  confider- 
ing  the  cafe,  judg’d  the  Blood  of  the  Difeafed  to  be  too 
vifcous  and  acid,  and  therefore  that  many  Glandules  of 
the  Caul  were  obftru&ed,  and  ftrangely  increas’d  in 
bulk,  whence  alfo  the  palenefs  might  proceed.  He  con¬ 
cluded  therefore  that  Paracelfus's  Jlypticf  Plaifier  would 
be  more  beneficial,  which  he  ordered  to  be  laid  to  the 
Belly,  being  lirft  fpread  on  Linnen,  and  done  over  with 
Oyl  of  Nutmegs  $  and  to  correct  the  vifcous  land  acid 
Blood,  he  ordered  to  be  given  to  the  Girl  twice  a  day 
tome  Drops  of  volatile  oily  Salt,  and  fo  (he  was  reftored 
to  her  former  Health  within  a  few  Months.

I  he  Scurvy  curd, 

A  Man,  thirty  years  of  Age,  uflnga  vifcous  Food,  and’ 
indulging  himfelf  too  much  to  Sallets  with  Vinegar,  got 
an  indifpofidon  and  pain  in  his  Hands  and  Feet  ^  his 
Gums  being  in  great  part  confum’d  ,  yielded  Blood 
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upon  the  leaft  touch  5  and  his  Spittle  tailed  as  fait  as 
brine.  The  Author  having  attentively  confidered  theie 
things,  judg’d  the  Blood  to  be  too  acid  and  vilcous, 
wherefore  he  ordered  him  that  for  the  future  he  fhould 
forbear  acid  and  vifcous  Aliments,  and  prefcribed  him 
the  following  Medicine.  Jake  fpirit  of  Scurvy gr  a fs  half 
an  ounce,  Jpirit  of  Sal  Armoniack  di filled  with  fait  of  Tar¬ 
tar  two  drams,  Oyl  of  Tarter  per  deliquium,  Tin&ura  Ver- 
mium  majalium ,  of  each  a  dram ,  mix  them.  He  appoint¬ 
ed  the  Difeas’d  to  take  fixteen  drops  of  this  Medicine  in 
a  Decoftion  of  Fir- tops  thrice  a  day.  As  to  the  Tincture 
of  May  Worms,  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  it  ought  not  to 
be  made  with  the  acid  Spirit  of  Salt,  as  fome  are  wont  to 
make  it,  becaufe  by  this  means  the  volatile  Salt  of  the 
May  Worms  is  infring’d  and  ener rated  :  and  thus  the 
Difeas’d,  in  a  fmall  fpace  of  time,  was  cur’d.

Sore  Gums  curd . 

A  Woman,  forty  Years  of  Age,  not  a  little  fcorbuti- 
cal,  complain’d  of  a  very  violent  Pain  of  the  Gums,  which 
were  very  much  eaten,  and  upon  a  light  preflure  prelent- 
ly  yielded  Blood,  and  *the  fore  Teeth  were  loole:  the 
Patient,  according  to  the  vulgar  Method,  after  bleeding 
had  been  often  purg’d,  but  to  no  purpofe.  This  Evil 
fometimes  degenerates  into  the  Water- Canker,  and 
therefore  is  not  to  be  flighted.  The  Author  wiflvd 
the  DUeas’d  to  forbear,  as  much  as  fhe  could,  acid 
things,  and  inwardly  he  gave  her  the  Spirit  mention’d  in 
the  foregoing  Obfervation,  and  withall  prefcrib’d  her 
the  following  Medicament  to  be  us’d  outwardly. 
Take  Tincture  of  Gum  Lac  an  ounce ,  Spirit  of  Scur¬ 
vy  grafi  three  drams ,  Oyl  of  Tartar  per  deliquium  thirteen 
drops ,  mix  them .  With  this  Medicine  the  Gums  were 
daily  touch’d  and  walk’d,  and  fo  in  a  few  daies  the  Di- 
feafed  was  freed  from  theJPain,  the  difcharge  of  Blood 
from  the  Gumsxreas’d,  and  the  Teeth  were  no  longer  loofe, 
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fait  the  part  of  the  Gums  eaten  away  did  not  return,  it 
being  as  impoflible  as  for  a  Finger  cut  off  to  grow  again  5 
fometimes  a  certain  ftony  matter  grows  to  the  Teeth, 
which  with  its  roughnefe  frets  the  Gums,  in  which  cafe 
the  foregoing  Medicine  is  by  no  means  to  be  ufed,  unlefs 
that  Matter  be  firft  remov’d  by  a  fit  Inftrument.  You 
may  find  the  way  of  preparing  the  TinUure  of  Gum  lac 
in  Frederick  Deckers  jx\  his  practical  Exercitations  of  his 
Method  of  Curing,  p.  15.  And  here  the  Author  cenfures 
the  ufe  of  Oyl  of  Vitriol  for  cleanfing  the  Teeth,  and 
fays,  that  thofe  who  delight  in  white  Teeth,  ought  al- 
way  after  Meals  to  walh  and  cleanfe  their  Mouth  with  * 
fair  Water,  and  once  a  Week  to  rub  their  Teeth  with 
the  Powder  of  Porcelane.

A  burning  with  Gun-powder  curd. 

A  Man  going  in  thirty,  had  his  Face  and  both  Hands 
burnt  by  Gun-powder,  whence  prefently  a  rednels  and 
violent  pain  arofe,  for  the  appealing  of  which  theDif- 
eafed  apply’d  Ink  ,  which  by  chance  was  at  hand.  The 
Author  being  call’d,  laid  to  the  Parts  injur’d  Onions 
bruis’d  with  common  Honey,  which  Medicine  is  very 
good  for  Parts  burnt,  apply’d  in  the  beginning,  if  the 
Skin  be  ftill  entire 5  for  the  lame  being  torn,  a  vehement 
pain  would  follow  upon  that  Medicine.  The  next  day 
many  little  Bladders  were  feen  here  and  there  on  the 
Hands  and  Face,  which  being  cut  with  ScilTars  the 
third  day  after  burning,  difeharg’d  much  clear  Water, 
then  he  preferib’d  the  following  Cere-cloth.  Take  Ceriiffe^ 
the  Pulp  of  the  Hoots  of  the  greater  Contphrey  of  each  a  pound , 
Litharge ,  Lapis  Lalammaris ,  Mimum,  Oyl  of  Olives y 
ll'ax,  of  each  fix  ounces ,  make  a  Cere- cloth.  It  is  to  be 
noted  in  the  making  of  this,  that  to  the  Oyl  and  Wax 
firft  melted,  the  Powders  ought  to  be  added  very  finely 
ground  and  lifted  5  and  that  when  thefe  are  almoft  grown 
cold,  the  aforefaid  Pulpe  ought  to  be  mixt,  which  is  ex- 
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traded  after  this  manner }  to  wit,  the  Roots  fird  cleans’d 
and  cm  in  round  dices,  are  boydd  in  common  Water  till 
they  are  tender,  and  fo  they  are  drain  d  through  a  fine 
linnen  Cloth :  to  three  ounces  of  this  Cere-cloth  he  mixt 
as  much  Z Jnguentum  Annum ,  the  Defcription  of  which 
is  giv’n  in  the  Amfterdam  Difyenfatory  $  and  fine  and  foft 
linnen  Cloths  being  done  over  with  this  Medicine  were 
kid  on  the  Parts  injur’d,  and  fo  the  Di  (eas'd  was  heal’d 
in  a  {hart  time.

A  Burflnefs  curd. 

A  man,  feventy  years  of  Age,  was  troubled  with  a 
very  great  and  painful  Swelling  in  his  Scrotum ,  it  being 
of  the  fame  colour  with  the  found  Skin  5  he  felt  Gripes 
in  his  Belly,  and  vomited  whatever  he  took.  After  he 
had  been  in  this  date  twenty  four  Hours,  he  fent  for  our 
Author:  the  Man  own’d,  that  he  had  been  troubled  with 
a  Rupture  for  many  years,  the  Intedines  often  falling  in¬ 
to  the  Scrotum  which  wonderfully  troubled  him}  but  all 
was  eafie  again  affoon  as  the  Intedine  return’d  into  its 
Place,  it  never  having  day’d  fo  long  down  before,  and 
now  notwkhdanding  any  Endeavour  of  the  Difeas’d  he 
-  could  not  put  it  up.  The  Author  took  fome  knitting 
Thread  newly  fpun,  and  not  yet  cleans’d  by  boyling  5 
and  after  having  boylM  it  in  fweet  Milk,  he  laid  it  on 
the  Part  affeded  warm  for  half  an  Hour,  and  then  the 
Intedine,  by  a  gentle  Agitation  of  the  hand,  return’d, 
into  the  Belly  of  the  Difeas’d,  he  being  put  in  a  conve¬ 
nient  Fodure}  and  afterwards  he  wore  a  Trufs  to  keep 
it  up:  for  Men  grown  in  years  are  feldom  throughly 
cur’d  of  that  Evil,  as  Hildanus  lores  in  the  Booh^of  his 
Obfervations  }  where  he  tells  us  of  a  Man  fixty  years  of 
Age,  who  had  been  troubled  with  a  great  Rupture  for 
twenty  yearns,  and  could  not  be  cur’d  by  any  Phy  Brians 
or  Surgeons,  but  that  this  old  Man  afterward  was 
throughly  redor’d  to  his  former  Health  without  Medi- 
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cines,  after  that  being  ill  of  a  dangerous  Difeafe,  he  had 
lain  on  his  Back  for  half  a  years  fpace,  and  therefore  the 
fame  Author  affirms  the  beft  Remedy  for  a  Rupture  to  be 
Reft  and  lying  on  the  Back.  As  for  Ruptures  of  Boys, 
our  Author  has  very  often  feen  them  cur’d,  and  efipeci- 
ally  about  the  eighth  year  of  their  Age,  with  a  good 
Band  made  of  Linnen,  and  the  carminant  Plaifter  of  Syl¬ 
vius  fpread  on  Leather,  which  is  found  in  the  firfi  Roof 
of  his  PraTice ,  chap.  14.  titul.  58.  in  which  neverthelefs 
he  finds  this  Error,  viz.  that  Gum  Galbamtm  and  other 
things  are  diflolv’d  in  Vinegar,  which  does  not  a  little 
infringe  their  volatile  Salt.

A  Swelling  in  the  Breafl fuppuratcd and  curd. 

A  Woman  giving  fuck,  had  been  ill  for  fome  Days  of 
a  hard,  red,  and  painful  Swelling,  feated  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  Breaft  :  the  ftypticf  Plaifler  of  Paracelfus  be¬ 
ing  laid  on  it  the  Swelling  in  a  Ihort  time  was  fuppura- 
ted,  and  open’d  it  felfofitsown  Accord,  and  much  lau¬ 
dable  Pus  flowed  thence  for  fome  time:  In  the  mean 
while  the  Author  laid  on  the  Aperture  the  Balfam  o fAr- 
c£us,  whereof  this  is  the  Defcription.  Take  fheeps  fewet. 
Gum  FJemi,  Venice  Turpentine  of  each  two  ounces ,  Oyl  of 
St.  Johns -wort  an  ounce  and  a  half  Wax  two  drams ,  red 
Saunders  a  dram,  mix  them,  let  them  all  he  melted,  drain 
them,  and  make  a  Balfam.  He  apply’d  befides  the  Jlyp- 
tuf  plaijler  of  Paracelfus ,  and  laid  on  it  a  hot  Bag  fill'd 
with  Rye-flower,  to  mollifie  the  reft  of  the  Hardnefs,  and 
fo  this  Swelling  was  heal’d  within  the  fpace  of  a  few 
days :  contrary  to  the  vulgar  Cuftom,  he  did  not  ufe 
Pledgets  in  this  cafe,  becaufe  he  fays  in  many  Cafes  like 
this  they  do  more  Hurt  than  Good  •,  for  they  are  wont 
to  offend  the  Bottom  of  the  Ulcer  by  pricking  it,  and 
to  render  the  Edges  of  it  callous  y  and  in  the  mean 
while  they  do  no  good,  becaufe  the  Pus  is  often  found 
to  pafs  off  well  enough  without  their  Help. 
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A  hard  Tumour  of  ike  Breafi  dijfolved. 

A  Woman  that  gave  fuck,  on  a  certain  Night  m  foe 
lay  in  her  Bed,  expofing  ter  right  Bread  to  too  much 
Cold,  the  next  day  complain'd  of  a  great,  hard,  and 
painful  Tumour  of  fhe  lame  Bread*  which  ftill  hicmift  r 
Some  days  pafc’d  before  the  Author  was  call'd.  This  Tti* 
mour  was  anointed  twice  a  day  with  un faked  Butler  mixt 
with  common  Chalky ,  a  Bag  full  of  Rye- meal  being  laid  on 
it  warm 5  and  by  thefe  eafie  Medicines  the  Tumour  was 
fuccefsfully  remov'd.

A  mighty  torture  in  the  Belly ,  cur'd. 

An  unmarried  Woman,  forty  years  of  Age,  had  com¬ 
plain’d  for  fix  Weeks  of  a  very  violent  Pain  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  Belly,  it  not  extending  it  ielf  far,  but  being 
feated  in  a  very  fmall  part  of  the  Belly,  and  there  cruel¬ 
ly  tormenting  the  Patient  Day  and  Night,  fhe  having 
try’d  a  great  many  Remedies  both  inward  and  outward : 
fhe  was  Purg'd  and  Blooded,  but  without  Benefit  3  fo 
that  (he  now  even  defpair'd  of  recovering  her  former 
Health  :  the  Skin  in  the  mean  while  outwardly  in  the 
Part  paining  could  not  be  diftinguifh'd  from  the  found. 
The  Author  being  call’d,  cut  an  liTue,  and  kept  it  open 
by  putting  a  frefh  Peafe  in  it  daily.  The  next  day  after 
the  Iffue  was  cut  there  was  prefently  a  Relief  of  the  Pain, 
which  daily  vanifh’d  more  and  more  5  fo  that  in  a  fhort 
time  it  was  wholly  remov’d :  a  Month  after  the  Iffue  was 
made,  he  permitted  it  to  grow  together  again,  and  fo  the 
DifeaCd  continued  well.

A  bleeding  Nipple  curd . 

A  Woman  who  gave  fuck,  upon  making  her  Child 
cfoan,  found  its  Excrements  black  5  the  Child  in  the 
mean  while  being  fomewhat  ill.  The  Author  being 
ask'd  concerning  it,  he  firft  enquir’d  of  the  Infants  Mo¬ 
ther, 


thzr  whether  fhe  felt  any  Pam  in  her  Nipple?  which  fhe 
laid  (he  did ;  he  bid  her  then  to  prefs  it  a  little  before 
him  i  which  (he  doing,  he  law  Blood  flawing  from  it  $ 
which  Blood  being  lock'd  bv  the  Infant,  and  carried 
forth  by  Stool,  turn’d  black  by  reafon  of  its  being  mix'd 
with  the  acid  Ferment  in  the  Child’s  Ventricle.  The 
Mother,  by  his  Order,  put  on  her  Nipple,  with  her 
Finger  firft  moiftned  with  her  own  Spittle,  Gum  Arabic/^ 
cut  in  thin  jlices ,  dr/d,  and  powdred  :  and  fo  the  Dav 
following  (he  was  wholly  freed  from  this  Evil,  and  con¬ 
tinued  well.  There  are  often  feen  in  Nipples  Fifliires 
or  Clefts  which  mightily  torture  Women  that  give  fuck, 
and  are  difficultly  cur'd,  becaufe  the  Nipples  by  reafon 
of  the  Sucking  of  Infants,  get  little  or  no  Reft.  Now  the 
Author  has  often  cur’d  thefe  Fiffures  in  a  (hort  time  by 
gently  touching  the  Nipple  fometimes  each  day,  with  a> 
Feather  dipt  in  Ojl  of  Myrrh,  the  Defcription  of  which, 
is  to  be  feen  in  the  Amjterdam  Difycnfatory..

A  mighty  Torture  of  the  Ear  cur’d. 

A  Virgin,  twenty  Years  of  Age,  had  mightily  com¬ 
plain’d  for  fifteen  Weeks,  of  an  almoft  intollerable  Pain 
of  the  Ear,  which  kept  her  fometimes  whole  Nights 
without  Sleep,  the  Ear  in  the  mean  while  daily  difeharg’d 
a  great  deal  of  well-concocted  Pus:  a  great  many  Me¬ 
dicines  had  been  us  d  to  no  purpofe  for  it.  The  Author 
being  call’d,  and  being  circumfpe&ly  attent  to  all  Cir- 
cumftances,  felt  at  length  with  his  Fingers  a  certain  Un¬ 
dulation  ot  a  Pus  lying  deep  behind  the  Ear  affe&ed  $ 
this  Abfcds  being  not  oblervd  by  others,  tho  it  were  the 
Cauie  of  all  the  Evil.  He  prefently  laid  a  pretty  fmart 
Corrofive  on  it,  the  Efchar  of  which  Being  feparated,  a 
mighty  quantity  of  well-conco&ed  Pus  ifiued  forth,  and 
atter  that  time  the  Pain  of  the  Ear,  and  the  flowing  of 
Pus  from  the  Cavity  of  the  Ear  prefently  ceas’d  $  and  the 
Orifice  made  by  the  Corrofive  (all  the  Pus  being  evacu¬ 
ated. 
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ated  by  it)  wholly  grew  together  within  a  Fortnight, 
and  the  Difeafed  was  wholly  reftord  to  her  former 
Health.

The  cure  of  an  Elbow  dij located  by  reafon  of  the 
Ligaments  being  relax'd. 

A  Youth  about  fifteen  years  of  Age,  putting  off  his 
Cloths  on  a  certain  Evening  3  on  a  fudden,  and  unex¬ 
pectedly,  found  an  immobility  in  his  Arm,  itarifing  with 
a  certain  noife,  by  reafon  of  his  Elbow  being  diflocated, 
which  was  eafily  put  in  its  place  again  3  but  afterward 
very  often  fell  out  as  eafily  upon  the  leaft  motion  3  this 
evil  had  now  continued  for  three  years,  notwithstanding 
whole  Hogs-heads  of  Apozemes  made  of  Guaiacumfhina% 
and  other  things,  which  the  Difeafed  greedily  drank 
during  this  time  in  hope  of  recovery,  not  omitting  in  the 
mean  while  P!aijlers0  Liniments ,  and  other  outward  Re¬ 
medies  3  In  the  mean  time  the  Arm  appeared  much  flen- 
derer  than  it  ought.  At  length  the  Difeafed  committed 
himfelf  to  the  care  of  a  certain  Surgeon,  who  promis’d 
to  reftore  him  his  Arm,  which  he  fet  upon  after  this 
manner.  To  the  Arm  affe&ed  at  certain  times  each  week 
he  apply ’d  Cupping  Glaffes ,  but  without  a  Scarification  3 
and  then  on  the  fame  day,  and  all  other  dayes  he  kind¬ 
led  beneath  his  Arm,  cover’d  over  above,  Spirit  of  Wine 
impregnated  with  the  volatile  fait  of  many  Herbs ,  the  Va¬ 
pour  of  which  flew  all  about  his  Arm,  and  thefe  are  the 
chief  things,  which,  without  any  inward  Medicines,  re- 
ftor’d  the  Youth  to  his  former  health  within  half  a  years 
fpace,  fo  that  the  Patient  now  fecurely  diverts  himfelf 
in  Fencing,  and  other  the  like  Exercifes.

The  cure  of  a  Gonorrhea  ^gotten  by  having  to  do  with 

a  common  Woman . 

A  young  Man,  twenty  four  years  of  Age,  after  having 
had  to  do  with  a  common  Woman,  got  an  almoft  con¬ 
tinual 
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tinual  flowing  of  a  whitifh  and  vifcous  matter  from  the 
Urethra;  it  being  not  only  without  Pleafure,  but  befides 
alfo  with  a  piercing  Pain,  which  he  had  alfo,  when  he 
made  Water.  This  evil  is  commonly  call’d  a  Gonorrhea, 
and  is  dangerous  enough,  fince  it  often  degenerates  into 
the  French  Pox ,  if  its  cure  be  defer’d,  its  acido  corrofive 
Ferment  being  then  carried  into  the  Mafs  of  Blood  : 
therefore, for  qualifying  and  evacuating  the  corrofive  acid, 
as  alfo  for  healing  the  little  Ulcers,  our  Author  preferibed 
the  following  things.  Take  Extraft  of  Catholicon  twenty 
four  Grains,  Mercnrius  dulcis  fix  grains,  Sal  prunella  an¬ 
ti  won  i  at  eel  five  grains,  mix  them y  make  Pills  in  number 
f even  5  the  Patient  took  thefe  Pills  in  the  Morning,  and 
on  the  five  following  daies,  he  fwallowed  faffing  once 
a  day  the  following  Bolus.  Take  Venice  turpentine  three 
drams,  Rhubarb  a  dram,  mix  them:  afterward  he  us’d 
again  prefently  the  before  written  Purge  and  Bolus's  as  be¬ 
fore,  and  by  this  means  he  recover’d  his  former  Health. 
Turpentine  is  boyfd  by  fome  fo  long  till  Pills  may  be 
thence  made,  but  it  is  ill  done,  becaufe  boyling  forces- 
the  fpirituous  Oyl  into  the  Air,  whereas  the  chief  Ver- 
tue  of  the  Turpentine  is  found  to  confift  in  the  fame. 

An  Extract  of  fome  Phyfical  Matters  con¬ 
tain d  in  a  Bool ^  call’d ^Memoirs  for  the 
natural  Hijlory  of  humane  Blood,  efpeci- 
ally  the  Spirit  oj  that  Liquour.  Set  forth 
this  Tear  by  the  Honourable  Robert 
Boyle.,  in  octavo .  London. 

AN  Account  of  this  Book  being  given  in  the  Philo- 
fophical  Tranfaftions,  Number  154.  I  (hall  not 
here  go  about  to  give  any  other  account  of  it,  but  (hall 
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only  mmuon  feme  Why  [ml  Expert m^ts  ^contained  in  the 
fifteenth  and  fifteenth  (Seemdary)  Titles  of  the  faid 
Book,  whereof  the  firft  fpeaks  of  the  Medicinal  Ver* 
turn  of  the  Spirit  of  Humane  Blood  outwardly  apply'd* 
and  begins  p»  186.  And  thefeeond  treats  of  the  medici¬ 
nal  Vertues  of  the  fasd  Spirit  inwardly  us’d,  and  begins 
p.  204.  In  the  former  of  thefe  Titles  the  Author  tells  us* 
that  as  well  re&ified  Spirit  of  humane  Blood  abounds 
with  very  fubtle  Par  tides,  which  in  point  of  Taft,  Odour, 
.Diffufivenefs  and  Penetrancy,  do  much  refemble  thofe 
of  ftrong  Spirits  of  Urine,  of  Harts  horn,  and  of  Sal  Ar~ 
moniack  y  fo  we  may  very  probably  expeft  to  find  the 
fame  Vertues  in  the  Spirit  of  Blood,  which  Experience 
has  manifefted  to  belong  to  thofe  other  fpirituous  Li- 
quoursp 

Now  he  faies  he  has  leldom  if  ever,  feenany  Medi¬ 
cine  operate  fo  nimbly  in  Fits  of  the  Mother ,  as  a  well 
dephlegm’d  Spirit  of  Sal  Armortiack ,  which  is  mainly  a 
Spirit  of  Urine,  which  it  fdf  is  granted  to  be  a  Liquor 
Separated  from  the  Blood :  for  this  Spirit  being  held  to 
the  Nofes  of  Hyfterical  Women,  has  often  in  a  trice,  to 
the  Wonder  of  the  hy-Standers,  fetcht  them  out  of  their 
Fits.  Nor  is  this  the  confiderableft  effect  that  he  has 
had  of  this  Spirit,  for  fometimes  lie  has  obferv’d,  that  it 
has  with  a  ftrange  quicknefs  brought  to  themfelves  Pati¬ 
ents  that  were  fallen  to  the  Ground,  and  either  really 
were  Epileptical,  or  fo  judg’d.  And  even  in  agonizing 
Perfons,  where  it  would  not  recover  them,  it  would 
bring  them  out  of  their  Swoons,  and  make  them  know 
and  underftand  the  aififtants,  and  perhaps  fpeak  to  them 
too  5  and  he  adds,  that  if  nature  be  not  quite  fpent,  and 
the  cafe  wholly  defperate,  this  may  be  of  great  advan¬ 
tage,  becaufe  it  allows  the  Phyfician  fome  (  tho  perhaps 
but  little  )  time,  and  a  good  opportunity  to  adminifter 
other  Remedies,  which  the  Patient,  unlefs  excited  and 
brought  to  himfelf,  would  not  be  made  to  take  of 

which 
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which  he  gives  an  inftance,  and  vvithali  acquaints  us, 
that  in  fitch  difficult  and  defperate  Cafes  he  is  not  con¬ 
tent  that  a  Vial  with  a  fomewhat  long  neck  be  held  to 
the  Nofe,  but  fometimes  orders,that  little  Pellets  of  Lint, 
or  Cotton,  or  thin  Rags,  be  dipt  into  the  Spirit,  and 
thruft  up  into  the  Noftrils. 

Again,  he  tells  us,  he  has  often  found,  that  flight 
Head-aches  have  been  cur’d  in  lefs  than  a  quarter  of  an 
hour,  by  the  bare  fmell  of  fome  well  depurated  volatile 
Alcalies  3  as  they  are  likewife  very  effeftual  in  Paintings , 
efpecially  thofe  of  Hyfterical  and  Hypochondriacal 
YV  omen  5  which  make  it  probable,  that  Spirit  of  humane 
Blood ,  which  is  a  Liquour  that  in  many  qualities  mani- 
feftly  refembles  other  volatile  Alcalies,  arid  which,  when 
well  freed  from  its  Oyl,  can  fcarce  be  diftinguifh’d  from 
other  urinous  Spirits,  may  by  its  Odour  be  available  in 
the  foremention’d  Maladies.  And  if  the  Odour  of  it  be 
offenfive  to  fome  delicate  and  naufeous  Patients,  it  may 
be  much  leffened  by  long  Digeftions,  or  skillful  Re&i- 
fications,  or  it  may  be  corre&ed  by  uniting  the  Spirit 
with  a  convenient  quantity  of  highly  rectified  Spirit  of 
Wine,  or  it  may  be  mide  fragrant  by  diflolving  in  the 
Spirit  of  Wine  a  convenient  quantity  of  fome  Aroma- 
tick,  or  other  well  feented  Chymical  Oyl, whofe  propor¬ 
tion  may  be  found  by  letting  it  fall  drop  after  drop  into 
the  Vial,  and  frequently  {halting  it  to  mingle  the  Liquors 
well,  -till  you  find  by  your  Smell,  that  the  offenfive 
odour  of  the  Spirit  of  Blood  isfufficiently  obfcur’d,or  you 
may  employ  a  Chymical  Oyl,  more  mild  and  temperate 
than  the  Aromatick  ones  of  Cinnamon  or  Cloves  3  expe¬ 
rience  having  inform'd  him  that  a  very  few  drops  of  good 
Oyl  of  Rhodicum  will  makean  ounce  of  Alcoholeof  Wine 
very  fragrant,  which  being  fliaken  together  with  lefs 
than  an -equal  quantity  of  well  rectified  Spirit  of  humane 

Blood,  will  make  a  feent  brisk  enough,  and  withall 
grateful.

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He  here  obferves  by  the  by,  that  many  highly  extoll 
the  0)1  of  Amber  againft  Conwlfion  Fits,  and  other  Di- 
ftempcrs  of  the  Brain  and  Genus  Nervofnm ,  and  he  fays, 
that  according  to  the  formerly  mention'd  way,  you  may 
employ  the  high  Tinfture  of  Amber  taken  with  Spirit  of 
Wine,  to  correct  the  odour,  and  encreafethe  Vertues  of 
Spirit  of  humane  Blood  $  and  becaufe  it  requires  Skill 
and  Time  to  draw  this  Tintruee  from  crude  Amber,  tho 
finely  powdred,  he  bethought  himfelf  of  the  following; 
way  to  draw  fpeedily  a  ftrong  Tin&ure  from  the  Oyi  it 
felT 5  for  tho  this  Oyl  will  not,  even  by  long  (baking, 
diffolve  throughly  in  fpirit  of  Wine,  as  the  Aromatick 
and  other  Oyls  before  mention'd  will  do,  yet  he  finds, 
that  by  well  (baking  thofe  two  Liqueurs  together,  and 
leaving  them  to  fettle  at  leifure:  tho  they  would  fepa- 
rate  into  diftinft  Maffes,  yet  the  fpirit  of  Wine  would 
even  in  the  cold  extract  from  the  “Oyl  a  fine  Tin&ure  of. 
a  high  yellow  colour,  little,  if  at  all  different,  from 
that  of  the  Oyl  it  felf :  of  which  Tin&ure  he  afterward 
mix’d  as  much  with  Spirit  of  humane  Blood,  as  luffis'd 
to  obfeure  the  urinous  Smell,  and  make  that  of  the  Oyl 
of  Amber  fomewhat  predominant,  and  as  he  judg’d  more 
filbtle  and  brisk  than  it  was  before. 

Concerning  the  external  ufe  of  fpirit  of  Blood,  he  far¬ 
ther  intimates  three  things.  The  firft  is,  that  by  what 
has  been  (aid  of  the  good  effe&s  it  may  have  when  fmek 
to,  he  would  not  bethought  to  deny, but  that  after  thofo 
changes  it  is  fit  alfo  to  be  inwardly  imploy’d.  The  fe¬ 
cund  Admonition  is,  that  if  after  the  mixture  ofchymi- 
cal  Oyls  or  other  things  with  fpirit  of  Blood,  a  (epara- 
tion  of  feme  oleaginous  parts  be  made  upon  fetling  2,  the 
bulk  of  the  mixture  may  be  freed  from  it,  by  pouring  ’ 
all  into  a  Glafs  Tunnel  fomewhat  (harp  at  the  bottom, 
after  the  manner  us'd  among  Chymifts  to  feparate  Oyls 
from  other  Liquours,  and  then  the  mixture  that  will 
run  through  before  the  Oyl,  may  be  kept  clofe  ftopt 
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in  a  Vial  by  it  felf  5  and  whereas  frequently,  if  the 
vinous  fpirit  be  fufficiently  redified,  there  will,  by  the 
coagulation  of  thefalineand  vinous  Particles, be  produc'd 
a  kind  of  Salt  5  you  may  either  pour  the  liquid  part 
from  it  into  another  Vial,  and  ufe  each  of  them  feparate- 
ly  without  more  adoe,  or  elfe  without  thus  feparating 
them,  you  may  fublime,  with  a  very  gentle  warmth,  as 
much  as  will  afcend  from  the  reft  of  the  mixture  in  a 
dry  form,  and  this  volatile  oily  Salt  of  Spirit  of  Blood  is 
depriv'd  of  its  bad  fcent,  and  has  a  fubtle,  brisk,  and 
piercing  odour.  The  third  thing  he  advertifes  is,  that 
befides  thofe  medicinal  ufes  that  may  be  made  of  the 
odours  of  Spirit  of  Blood  Ample  or  compound,  it  may 
have  confiderable  Vertues  apply ’d  in  fubftance  as  a  Li- 
quour,  by  way  of  fomentation  or  otherwife  5  whichhe 
thinks  the  more  likely,  becaufe  the  fpirit  of  Sal  Armo- 
niack  has  been  much  commended  for  mitigating  the  (harp 
Pains  of  the  Gouty  and  is  faid  to  have  been  fuccefsfully 
us’d  in  the  Erysipelas.  And  when  he  confiders  that  the 
Spirit  of  humane  Blood  is  very  fpirituous  and  penetrate- 
ing,  and  fo  fit  to  ftrengthen  and  refolve,  and  alio  of  an 
alchaliiate  Nature,  which  fits  it  to  mortifie  Acidities  5  k 
feems  very  probable,  that  by  being  apply’d  in  this  li¬ 
quid  form,  it  may  prove  good  in  diver fe  Cafes  in  Phy- 
fick  and  Chirurgery. 

In  the  fixteenthfecundary  Title, where  he  fpeaks  of  the 
medicinal  Vertues  of  fpirit  of  humane  Blood  inwardly 
ns  d.  In  the  fir  ft  place  he  takes  notice,  that  every  Di- 
feafe  that  has  a  diftind  Name  afiign’d  to  it,  does  not  al- 
way  require  a  diftind  fort  of  peccant  matter  to  produce 
it  5  for  the  fame  acid  or  fharp  Humour,  for  inftance, 
produces  fometimes  a  Cholick,  fometimes  after  that  a 
Palfie,  fometimes  a  Cough,  fometimes  a  Flux  of  the  Bel¬ 
ly,  fometimes  an  Ophthalmia ,  fometimes  a  violent 
Head-ach,  fometimes  Convulfions,  and  fometimes  other 
Diftempers:  and  he  fays  its  very  agreeable  to  this  no- 
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tion,  that  one  Remedy, by  being  capable  vifrorioufly  to 
oppugn  one  or  two  of  the  principal  kinds  of  morbifick 
matter,  may  be  able  to  cure  differing  Difeafes,  efpeci- 
aily  if  it  be  endowed  with  any  variety  ofaftive  Vertues3 
and'on  this  ground  he  is  apt  to  think  that  the  fpirit  of 
humane  Blood  may  be  a  good  Remedy  in  no  fmall 
number  of  internal  Affe&s.  And  volatile  Alcalies  in  ge¬ 
neral  have  been  profperoufly  made  ufe  of  in  Phyfick,  in 
England,  fince  1656.  About  which  time  the  Author 
contributed  to  introduce  them  into  requeft,  and  thinks 
they  deferve  to  be  prefefd  to  a  great  many  vulgar  Re¬ 
medies,  that  for  want  of  better  are  yet  in  common  ufe  3 
tho  they  clog  or  weaken  the  Patient,  and  want  many 
advantageous  Qualities  that  may  be  found  in  volatile 
Alcalies  3  as  particularly,  in  the  fpirit  of  humane  Blood* 
which  may  ferve  as  an  inftancefbr  other  urinous  Spirits, 
this  being  endowed  with  diverfe  qualities  that  are. both 
aftive  and  medicinal :  for  it  mortifies  acid  Salts ,  which 
are  the  caufes  of  feveral  Difeafes.  Its  a  great  refolvent , 
and  on  that  feore  fit  to  open  Obftruftions  that  produce 
more  than  a  few  Difeafes.  It  is  both  Diaphoretic 4  and 
Diuretic!^ ,  and  on  both  thefe  accounts  fit  to  afiift  Na¬ 
ture  to  difcharge  diverfe  noxious  Salts,  and  expell  diverfe 
Contagious  or  malignant  Corpufcles  that  offend  her.  It 
refijls  putrefa&ion  and  coagulation  of  the  Blood,  gives  it 
a  brisknefs  and  fpirituofity  that  promotes  the  free  cir¬ 
culation  of  the  Blood,  to  which  it  is  congeneal  3  by 
which  means  it  becomes  a  good  Cordial,  and  probably 
againft  fome  Poyfons  an  Antidote.  It’s  a\fo  friendly  to  the 
Genus  Nermjum ,  and  upor\that  account  is  likely  to  be 
very  proper  in  Fits  of  the  Mother,  fome  forts  of  Head¬ 
aches,  Palfies,  beginning  Apoplexies,  fome  forts  of 
Afthmas,  dfc*  It  is  alfo  balfamical  in  fome  Circumftan- 
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is  blemifh’d  with  the  excels  of  any  manifefl:  Quality,  but 
has  in  it  felf  a  Complex  of  fo  many  ufeful  Powers,  we 
may  rationally  ptopofe  it  as  .likely  to  be  a  good  Reme¬ 
dy  in  many  Diftempers,  efpecially  wherein  either  Spirit 
of  Urine,  or  the  urinous  Spirit  of  Sal  Armoniack,  have 
been  found  fuccefsful  y  fuch  as  Hyjlerical  Fits ,  Pleuriftes , 
Coughs,  fome  Scorbutic!^  Diftempers,  Convulftons,  Apople¬ 
xies,  fome  kinds  of  Fevers,  Head-achs,  the  j Uundije,  &c. 
For  Inftances  of  the  Vertues  of  Humane  Blood,  he 
tells  us,  that  Hclmont  recommends  the  Spirit  of  Cruor , 
(which  Word  in  his  Senfe  fignifies,  not  yet  fully  elabo¬ 
rated  Humane  Blood)  againft  the  Epilepfy ,  which  he  fays 
it  will  cure  even  in  adult  Perfbns,  which  is  a  Vertue  he 
exprefly  denies  to  the  Spirit  of  Urine.  As  to  the  Au¬ 
thor’s  own  Experience,  he  fays,  that  a  young  Lady,  in 
whofe  Family  the  Confumption  was  an  hereditary  Dif- 
eafe,  was  molefted  with  a  violent  and  ftubbornC^;/gA,that 
was  judg’d  confumptive,  and  look’d  upon  by  thofe  that 
gave  her  Phy  fick,  as  not  to  be  cur’d  by  any  other  way  than  a 
feafonable  Remove  from  London  into  the  French  Air: 
but  the  was  fo  weak,  and  there  remain’d  fo  much  of  the 
Winter,  that’twas  judg’d  (he  would  dye  before  it  would 
be  (it  for  her  to  undertake  the  Journey  5  but  if  (he  could 
be  kept  alive  till  the  end  pf  the  Spring,  there  would  be 
fome  Hopes  that  fhe  might  in  France  recover.  On  this 
occafion,  the  Author  being  follicited  by  fome  Friends  to 
try  what  he  could  do  to  preferve  her,  he  fent  her  fome 
Spirit  of  Humane  Blood  very  carefully  prepar’d  and  re¬ 
ctified  :  upon  the  ufe  of  which,  fhe  manifeftly  amend¬ 
ed  :  fb  that  about  the  end  of  February  fhe  was  able  to 
go  to  Montpellier ,  whence  in  Autumn  the  brought  home 
good  Looks  and  Recovery.  The  fame  Spirit  of  Blood  he 
put  into  the  Hands  of  a  Phyfician,  who  had  a  Patient 
that  had  baffled  himfelf and  many  others:  This  Man,  who 
was  a  Taylor,  was  frequently  obnoxious  to  fuch  violent 
and  tormenting  Fits  of  the  Head-ach ,  that  he  could  not 
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endure  the  Light,  and  was  offended  with  almoff  every 
Noife  or  Motion  that  reach’d  his  Ears,  fo  that  he  was  forc’d 
to  give  over  his  Profeffion,  but  upon  the  conftantufe  ofSpi- 
rit  of  Blood  he  receiv’d  fuch  Relief,  as  made  him  w7ith  great 
Joy  and  Thankfulnefs  return  to  the  Exercife  of  his  Trade. 
This  Man  us’d,  by  the  Advice  of  the  late  famous  Harvey , 
to  bleed  once  in  two  or  three  Months:  his  wonted  Chi- 
rurgeon  therefore  coming  to  open  a  Vein,  whereas  be- 
'fbre  he  us  cl  to  complain  of  the  great  Badneis  of  his  Blood, 
now  in  a  Surprife  ftopt  the  Operation,  asking  him,  with 
wonder,  how  he  came  by  fuch  florid  Blood. 

As  the  Spirit  of  Humane  Blood,  as  ’tis  pure  and  Am¬ 
ple,  has  many  Vertues,.  fo  it  may  acquire  others,  and 
perhaps  nobler  Faculties,  if  it  be  dextroufly  corre&ed, 
diverfifyed,  or  united  with  fit  Ingredients,  which  may  be 
perform’d  feveral  Ways,  as  you  may  find  in  the  Author. 

An  Extract  of  fome  chief  Matters 3  rela¬ 
ting  to  Practice,  contain'd  in  a  Book 
call'd 5  Obfervations  on  Fevers  and  Fe¬ 
brifuges.,  written  in  the  French  Tongue, 
by  the  Learned  Dr.  Spon,  and  fet  forth 
the  fecond  time  this  Tear ,  with  the  Ad¬ 
dition  of  as  much  again  as  it  contain'd 
before  :  at  Lyons.,  in  1 2°. 

THere  having  been  a  quick  fale  in  France  of  the  firft 
Edition  of  Dr.  Spans  Book,  containing,  Obfer- 
vations  on  Fevers  and  Febrifuges ,  he  tells  us  here  in  his 
Preface,  that  he  has  now  revis’d  it  in  order  to  change 
and  add  many  things  which  the  Precipitation  with  which 
he  had  written  it,  had  made  him  pafs  by  3  fo  that  the 
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Addition  is  very  confiderable.  He  gives  us  here  the 
Caufes  of  Fevers,  and  the  Refolutions  of  many  Quefti- 
ons  concerning  their  Theory  and  Cure ,  together  with 
many  Prefcripts  both  of  the  Ancients  and  Moderns  for 
curing  them.  I  fhall  only  touch  fome  Particulars  of 
them. 

To  didinguifii  at  the  beginning  of  a  Fever  whether 
it  will  prove  a  continual  one,  or  intermittent,  he  gives 
us  thefe  Rules:  It’s  a  Prefumption  that  a  Fever  will  be 
only  intermittent,  if  it  be  in  Autumn,  or  in  the  Spring, 
that  it  feifes,  if  a  Perfon  has  been  fubjed  to  thole  forts 
of  Fevers,  if  they  are  then  rife,  if  a  Perfon  has  not  found 
himfelfindifpos’d  before,  if  the  Cold  be  long  and  vio¬ 
lent,  if  the  Heat  encreafes  at  firft  confiderably,  and  if 
after  eight  or  ten  Hours  the  Fever  be  found  to  dimi- 
nidi  and  fome  Sweat  enfbes. 

Speaking  of  moid  and  mar  (by  Places  which  incline  to* 
Fevers,  he  fays,  that  on  this  Account  Voyages  on  the  ' 
Water  are  not  good  for  Perfons  in  Fevers,  and  particu¬ 
larly  on  fweet  Waters  5  for  as  for  the  Sea,  he  (ays,  it 
being  far  from  being  contrary  to  them,  Perfons  often 
lofe  their  Ague  after  they  are  embark’d,  becaufe  the 
Air  is  there  more  pure  and  dry }  not  but  there  are  mari¬ 
time  Places,  and  Ports  of  the  Sea,  where  Perfons  are  ve¬ 
ry  fubjed  to  Agues,  becaufe  the  Water  there  dagnates, 
and  the  Vapours  that  are1  rais’d  there  being  mix’d  with: 
thofe  of  the  Earth,  infed  a>i  the  circumambient  Air: 
hence  Holland  is  very  fubjed  to  Tertians  and  Quartans  y. 
fo  he  thinks  haply  there  is  not  a  Place  in  the  World 
more  fubjed  to  Fevers  than  Alexandretta ,  where  in  a 
manner  all  that  come  get  an  Ague :  the  reafon  he  takes 
to  be  from  the  Marfhinefs  of  the  Port,  from  its  low  Sci- 
tuation,  and  for  that  befides,  it  has  a  high  Mountain  on 
the  Ead  which  hinders  the  Sun  from  coming  on  it  till  it 
be  well  in  the  day:  The  readied:  and  mod  certain  Reme¬ 
dy  which  is  us’d  there  is  to  remove  prefently  to  another*

Air.  From  thefe  things  ufeful  Conferences  of  Pra&ice 
may  be  drawn  ^  as  for  inftance,  that  it  is  good  to  remove 
Perfons/in  Fevers  from  Ground- Chambers,  and  from 
Apartments  on  Rivers,  and  to  make  fuch  change  the  Air 
who  have  got  an  Ague  only  for  having  breath’d  on  ill 
Air.  Concerning  which,  to  fhew  what  Action  the  Air 
has  on  our  Bodies,  he  gives  us  a  particular  Obfervation. 
A  Girl,  being  fall'n  into  a  continual  Fever  at  Lyons  the 
laft  year,  was  carried  to  the  Hofpital,  where  being 
curd,  fhe  attempted  to  go  abroad,  but  was  no  fooner 
■out,  but  the  Fever  came  again,  and  fhe  was  forc’d  to 
return.  Since  that  time  having  try’d  many  times  to  go 
forth,  fhe  has  not  taken  the  Air  of  the  Town  half  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  an  hour,  but  the  Fever  feifes  her  again,  and  fhe 
is  not  curd  but  by  a  fpeedy  Return  to  the  Hofpital  } 
where,  by  reafbn  of  this,  fhe  is*refolv’d  to  continue,  and 
to  attend  the  Sick.  This,  he  fays,  feems  contrary  to 
what  he  has  faid  before,  viz.  That  a  pure  Air  is  lefs  pro¬ 
per  to  raife  a  Fever  than  a  moift  and  grols  Air,  fince  the 
Air  of  the  Town  is  doubtlefs  more  pure  and  dry  than 
that  of  the  Hofpital,  infe&ed  by  the  number  of  the  Sick, 
and  kept  moift  by  the  Scituation  near  the  Rhine :  but  as 
it  is  a  very  extraordinary  Cafe,  he  thinks  we  mu  ft  not 
infer  from  it.  She  had  another  particular  Symptom,  and 
whereof  it  is  yet  more  difficult  to  give  a  reafon$  viz 
that  fhe  could  eat  nothing  but  courfe  Bread  dip  d  in  Vi¬ 
negar. 

Speaking  of  Veficatories  us’d  in  Fevers,  he  fays,  that 
in  Holland  they  apply  Veficatories  on  the  Arms,  Thighs, 
and  Legs,  not  only  in  malignant  Fevers,  but  like  wife 
in  fimple  Tertians.  The  French  are  too  nice  to  admit 
them  to  be  applied  to  the  Legs  unlefs  in  a  Delirium  or 
Stupor  :  this  Remedy  he  fays  is  cruel,  but  it  is  of  a  great 
Effeft.  Nature  teaches  us  the  way  in  malignant  Fevers, 
depofing  (harp  Humours  where  a  Gangrene  feats  it  felfi 
particularly  on  the  Rump,  to  which  the  Heat  of  the  Bed 
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which  heats  that  part  contributes,  and  fometimes  this 
Gangrene  cures  the  Difeafe  by  the  Suppuration  and  Ex- 
pulfion  of  the  malignant  Humours. 

He  obferves,  that  all  the  Plants  and  other  Drugs  which 
have  been  hitherto  boafted  of  for  the  Cure  of  Fevers,  be¬ 
ing  very  far  from  any  Acidity  which  might  fympathize 
with  the  acid  Ferment,  have  on  the  contrary,  a  Bitter- 
nefs,  an  Aftri&ion,  a  Heat,  and  volatile  and  alcalizate 
Salts,  Enemies  of  all  Acids,  and  curing  Fevers  by  their 
manifeft  Qualities. 

He  gives  us  the  Febrifuges  of  Hippocrates ,  Galen ,  and 
fome  others  of  the  Ancients }  where  he  obferves,  that 
Hippocrates  did  not  fear  Wine  in  Fevers  fo  much  as  the 
greateft  part  of  the  Phyficians  of  our  Times  5  he  permits 
it  almoft  in  all  Difeafes,  unlefs  it  be  when  there  is  a  Pain 
of  the  Head,  or  a  Difpofition  to  a  Delirium :  but  he  made 
choice  of  Wines  that  were  fweet  or  (harp,  rough  or 
weak,  white  or  red,  old  or  new,  &c.  according  to  the 
different  Difeafes  to  which  their  feveral  Qualities  might 
render  them  proper. 

He  cOmes  next  to  Quinquina ,  and  other  Febrifuges  of 
the  Moderns  5  where  he  (ays,  the  Curious  know  that 
Quinquina  is  the  Bark  of  a  Tree  of  Peru ,  but  as  he  has 
learn’d  by  a  more  exaft  Enquiry,  it  is  the  Bark  of  the 
Roots,  and  not  of  the  Trunk  or  Branches.  Before  it  be 
given  he  advifes,  by  all  means,  a  Preparation  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy  by  Vomiting  or  Purging,  as  the  Body  feems  difpos’d. 
As  for  the  way  of  giving  it,  it  is  left  to  the  Prudence  of 
the  Phyfician,  or  fometimes  to  the  Patient’s  Choice,  be 
it  in  Opiate,  Infufion,  Bolus,  Tin&ure,  or  Extract,  be 
it  in  Powder,  in  a  Glafs  of  Wine,  or  Water,  when  the 
other  may  not  be  proper,  be  it  in  Tablets,  as  he  has  of¬ 
ten  givn  it,  or  in  Pills.  The  method  of  giving  it  in  Opi¬ 
ates  may  be  feen  in  Dr.  Sydenham ,  which  the  Author 
has  made  ufe  of  fometimes  5  but  inftead  of  the  Conferve 
of  Rofes,  which  binds  the  Difeas’d  too  much,  he  has  in-

corpo-

corporatcd  the  fine  and  fifted  Powder  o [Quinquina  with 
the  Confedion  of  Raifins,  and  according  to  the  different 
Subje&s,  he  has  added  feme  Salts,  or  fame  Stomach  Pow¬ 
ders.  The  Tablets  which  he  often  ufes,  and  calls  Sto¬ 
machal,  are  compos’d  of  Quinquina,  Gentian,  Crabs  Eyes, 
a  little  Sal  Armoniack ,  and  yellow  Saunders ,  with  ajujyi- 
cient  Quantity  of  Sugar,  they  are  more  pleafant  and  eahe 
to  take  than  Opiates  or  Pills, which  many  have  difficulty 
to  fwallow:  hefides,  the  Tablets  may  be  kept  a  long 
time,  and  be  carried  in  Voyages:  two  or  three  may  be 
taken  in  a  day,  and  ev’n  four  or  five,  each  weighing  a 
dram  or  four  Scruples,  drinking  after  it  a  Glafi  of  Wine, 
pure  or  diluted.  When  he  has  prepar’d  Infufions  of 
Quinquina ,  for  Children  or  nice  Perfons,  he  has  added 
Sugar  and  a  little  Cinnamon, after  the  manner  of  an  Hyp- 
pocras,  which  have  fucceeded  as  well  as  a  more  ungrate¬ 
ful  Infufion. 

The  Jefuits,  he  fays,  who  firft  brought  and  us’d  Quin¬ 
quina  in  Europe,  fet  forth  in  a  printed  Bill  concerning 
the  way  of  taking  it, that  it  might  be  giv’n  fo  the  Difeas’d 
be  neither  Dropfical,  Ptificafnor  fet  upon  with  any  mor¬ 
tal  Difeafey  tho  as  for  the  Dropfe,  there  are  fome  Drop- 
fies  where  Quinquina  is  good,  or  at  leaft  is  not  contrary 
to  them:  for  he  was  fent  for  to  a  Man  who  had  kept  his 
Bed  of  a  Quartan  two  Months,  and  befides  had  a  Swell¬ 
ing  in  his  Legs  and  Thighs,  a  Tenfion  of  the  Hypochon- 
dres,  a  continual  difficulty  of  Breathing,  and  a  frequent 
Cough,  fpitting  nought  but  fome  Serofity  5  fo  that  he 
doubted  not  but  he  had  a  Dropfie  of  the  Bread:  joyn’d 
with  the  Quartan,  which  would  render  the  Cure  long 
and  difficult:  nev.erthdefs  he  was  cur’d  with  greater  Eale 
than  he  thought  5  for  after  having  purg’d  him  twice,  and 
made  him  take  fome  Glafles  of  the  Infufion  of  Quinquina, 
the  Fever  ceas’d  5  after  which  he  made  him  ufe  for  a 
Month  or  five  Weeks  a  Ptifan  of  Fern  Roots ,  and  Alka- 
kgngi  Berries ,  and  permitted  him  the  ufe  of  a  clear  white 

Wine 
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Wine  a  little  diluted  5  which  having  done,  his  Legs  re¬ 
cover’d  of  their  Swelling*  and  his  Breaft  clear’d  it  felf,  fo 
that  he  has  been  very  well  fince. 

So  when  the  Dropfie  happens  on  Quartans,  through 
the  Obftruftions  and  Hardneffes  they  caufe  in  the  Vifce- 
ra,  Quinquina  cannot  but  be  very  good,  fince  it  corre&s 
by  its  Bitternefs  the  acid  Humours  which  caufe  and  fo¬ 
ment  the  Obftrufrions  5  it  fortifies  by  its  aftringency  the 
Stomach,  and  all  the  Parts  for  Nutrition }  and  finally, 
by  its  moderate  Heat  and  penetrating  Parts  it  fubtilifes 
and  drives  forth  the  tartarous  Humours,  which  flop 
the  capillary  Veflels  of  the  Liver  and  Spleen :  and  feme 
of  his  Patients  who  had  the  Spleen  hard  and  fwolln  were 
cur’d  of  that  at  the  fame  time  with  the  Fever,  by  Infu- 
fions  of  Quinquina.  , 

The  fame  muft  be  faid  of  the  Dropfie  which  happens 
to  fuch  as  have  pale  Colours,  through  an  Indigeftion  of 
the  Stomach  and  a  heap  of  mucous  and  acid  Humours  in 
the  firft  Paflages,  which  hinder  the  Chyle  and  Blood 
from  filtrating  and  purifying  themlelves  as  it  isneceffary  3 
in  which  Cafe  Quinquina  is  an  excellent  Relief :  concerning 
which,  he  fays,  he  remembers  a  young  Lady  full  of  Opi- 
lations,  w7ho  had  withall  a  Febris  Lenta ,  and  an  almofi: 
continual  Vomiting,  whereof  (he  was  loon  freed  by  the 
ufe  of  his  Stomachick  Tablets,  and  her  Opilations  were 
very  much  diminifh’d :  wherefore  thofe  who  make  ufe 
of  Quinquina  only  in  intermittent  Fevers,  know  but  one 
part  of  its  excellent  Properties.  It  is  little  lefs  good  for 
the  continual  Tertian  or  double  Tertians,  fo  it  be  given 
in  a  temperate  Liquor,  and  in  the  times  of  Remiffion^ 
nor  evn  for  Heftick  Fevers,  fo  they  depend  not  on  the 
Corruption  of  fome  inward  Part.  He  lately  cur’d  a  Girl, 
two  years  and  a  half  old,  who  had  kept  her  Bed  two 
Months  of  a  continual  Loofnefs,  which  had  reduc’d  her 
to  a  Skeleton,  and  to  be  almoft  without  Motion:  (lie 
was  fet  on  her  Legs  again  by  an  Infufion  of  Quinquina 
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made  of  equal  Parts  of  Wine  and  Water  5  at  the  fame 
time  that  her  Sifter,  fix  Years  of  Age,  was  cur’d,  after  ge¬ 
nera!  Remedies,  by  the  fame  Drink,  of  a  continual  dou¬ 
ble  Tertian  which  was  pretty  violent. 

He  judges  Quinquina  an  excellent  Remedy  in  Difeafes 
of  the  Stomach ,  if  feafonably  given,  as  in  the  Lienteria, 
Indigeffions  of  the  Stomach,  Vomitings  caus’d  by  an 
over- {harp  Acid,  in  Fevers  accompanied  with  the  buck¬ 
et  caus’d  by  the  Fermentation  of  (harp  or  glutinous  Hu¬ 
mours,  which  prick  or  cumber  the  fuperiour  Orifice  of 
the  Stomach,  in  canine  Appetites,  proceeding  from  an 
over-acid  Ferment,  which  diffolves  too  quickly  the 
Food,  and  in  an  infinite  number  of  other  Difeafes  en¬ 
gendered  or  fomented  by  the  Acid. 

He  adds, that  Quinquina  may  be  drank  like  Coffee  :  you 
may  take  fbme  Grains  of  its  Powder,  and  caft  them  on  a 
Difh  of  boyling  Water,  but  let  them  boyl  only  a  mo¬ 
ment,  then  drink  it  hot,  adding  Sugar  enough  to  correct 
the  Bitternefs.  He  has  ordered  the  ufe  of  a  familiar  Pti- 
lan,  made  after  this  manner,  which  had  the  colour  of 
Champagne  Winerjn  continual  Fevers,  and  even  to  Wo¬ 
men  with  Child,  who  have  found  it  agree  well. 

He  tells  us  ofPerfons  who  have  commuted  great  faults 
in  giving  Quinquina ,  cafking  Perfons  into  troublefome 
and  mortal  Difeafes  and  Accidents  $  for  in  fbme,  the  Fe¬ 
ver  has  been  the  Confequent  qf  an  Inflammation  of  the 
Lungs,  or  of  an  inward  Abfcefs,  whofe  days  they  have 
fn armed  by  giving  Quinquina .  There  has  been  feen 
Perfons,  who  after  being  cur’d  of  their  Fever, have  con- 
traded  Heats  and  Itchings  worfe  than  the  Fever,  Pains 
and  Swellings  of  the  Spleen  and  Livery  becaufe  for  a  Ve¬ 
hicle  of  the  Remedy  ufe  was  made  of  the  belt  Wine 
acuated  with  fome  Spoonfuls  of  hot  Waters,  without 
confidering  whether  thefe  Subjefts  were  heated  before, 
or  nice  temper’d,  fo  as  not  to  be  able  to  fupport  the 
Fumes  of  Wine. 


As 
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As  to  the  Qualities  with  which  Quinquina  cures  Fe¬ 
vers,  he  fays,  firft,  that  Quinquina  being  the  Bark  of  a 
Tree,  it  very  much  abounds  in  Salts,  as  all  other  Barks  3 
and  its  Salt  is  a  fix’d  and  volatile  Alkalie,  the  nature  of 
which  is  to  ferment  with  the  Acid,  and  to  blunt  its 
Point,  and  fo  it  cures  Fevers,  which  owe  their  Origine 
to  this  acid.  Secondly,  in  Favour  of  thofe  who  are  ig¬ 
norant  of  Chymiftry,  and  who  will  not  hear  of  an  Alca- 
lie,  he  fays,  that  Quinquina  is  a  Febrifuge  by  its  Bitter- 
nefs,  whereby  it  (weetens  the  Sharpnefs  of  the  corrupt¬ 
ed  Humours  3  for  according  to  the  exaft  Obfervations 
of  Phyficians,  the  bitter  and  the  acid,  or  the  fharp,  are 
the  two  contrary  Savours  from  the  Mixture  of  which 
the  fweet  refults.  Thirdly,  he  fays,  Quinquina  is  a  Fe¬ 
brifuge  by  its  Roughnefs  and  Aftriftion,  be  it  by  con- 
ftringing  and  fortifying  the  Fibres  of  the  Stomach,  and 
of  all  other  of  the  Vifcera,  and  fo  aiding  them  to  expell 
the  Ferment  of  the  Fever  3  be  it  by  cumbring  and  blunt- 
the  Points,  or  Ferments  of  the  Fever.  To  which  may 
be  added  the  other  Effefts  which  it  produces  according 
to  the  Difpofition  it  finds  in  the  Humours,  fometimes 
in  fubtilizing  by  its  Bitter nefs  the  glutinous  Humours  it 
meets  in  the  firft  Paffages,  and  fo  rendring  them  proper 
to  be  fent  forth  by  Urine  or  Seige  3  fometimes  fufing  by 
its  moderate  Heat  the  Humours  proper  to  be  carried 
forth  by  Sweat  and  Tranfpiration.  This  fup pos’d,  it's 
eafie  to  judge  in  what  Cafes  Quinquina  may  be  proper,, 
to  wit,  when  a  Fever  proceeds  from  a  Vice  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  from  a  Lympha,  or  other  Humours  grown  fharp 
and  corrupted,  and  not  when  it  is  produc'd  by  a  Blood 
too  much  heated  and  volatiz’d,  which  ferments  with  the 
moft  temperate  Chyle,  as  in  burning  Fevers,  continual 
Fevers  without  Remiffion,  fymptomatick  Fevers,  when 
they  enfue  upon  an  Abfcefs,  or  an  inward  or  outward 
Ulcer  3  for  in  thefe  Cafes  the  beft  Remedies  are  Acids, 
which  procure  Reft  to  the  Blood,  by  lightly  coagulating 
ity  and  (topping  its  boyling.  He 
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He  gives  us  next  fome  febrifuge  Waters,formerly  us'd 
with  Succels  by  Sir  Theodore  de  Mayern ,  which  he  had 
in  manufeript,  and  prefents  us  with  fome  other  famous 
Febrifuges  us’d  by  Poterms ,  &c.  and  on  the  whole 
obferves,that  the  greateft  part  of  Febrifuges  are  Alcalies, 
which  ferves  to  confirm  the  Opinion  that  Fevers  moft 
commonly  proceed  from  an  acid,  which  they  quell  3 
tho  it  muft  be  own’d  that  all  Alcalies  are  not  aiway 
good,  becaufe  there  are  found  fome  which  have  not  the 
due  Proportion  for  combating  fuch  or  fuch  Acids. 

He  tells  us  of  a  Quartain  he  cur’d  by  an  Opiate, where 
the  Powder  o fThea  had  the  predominancy  3  it  is  bitter 
and  fty prick,  which  makes  him  believe  it  is  good  for  in¬ 
termittent  Fevers. 

Speaking  of  outward  Febrifuges ,  as  of  things  apply’d 
to  the  Wrifts,  or  to  the  Stomack,  or  hung  about  the 
Neck  3  he  fays,  they  ought  not  to  be  us’d  but  after  the 
general  Remedies,  of  Blooding,  Clifters,  Purges  or  Vo¬ 
mits  3  otherwife  they  will  but  agitate  the  Humours  which 
caufe  the  Fever, or  fix  them  unfeafonably  3  for  an  inftance 
of  the  a&ion  of  outward  things  on  our  Body,  he  tells 
us,  that  Musk  agitates  fo  ftrongly  the  Blood,  that  in  the 
Places  whence  it  is  brought  us,  when  it  is  in  its  full  force, 
being  held  to  the  Nofe,  it  does  not  fail  to  raife  an  Hae¬ 
morrhagic  3  on  the  contrary,  the  foie  odour  ofGalbanum, 
Aflfafetida,  and  of  volatile  Salts  fuddenly  quells  hyfte- 
rick  Vapours.  And  he  gives  us  an  odd  inftance  of  an 
effeft  of  an  outward  Remedy,  telling  us  of  an  Ointment 
made  of  the  fympathetical  Powder,  Mummy,'  and  fome 
other  Drugs  (  which  he  conceals)  which  cures  the 
French  Pox  by  railing  a  fvveat.  As  for  the  Febrifuges  to 
be  apply’d  to  the  Wrifts,  &c.  He  fays,  firft  fomeofthem 
are  hot  and  aromatick,  which  fubtilize  and  attenuate 
the  Humours  by  their  fubtle,  (harp  and  penetrating  parts, 
which  communicate  themlelves  to  the  Blood  by  Tranfpi- 
ration,  and  render  them  more  fit  for  expulfion  by  the 

effort 
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effort  of  the  Parts, and  by  their  proper  agitation,  whence 
it  happens,  that  often  after  the  firft  application  of  a  Me¬ 
dicine  to  the  Wrift,  the  Accefs  is  more  violent,  all  the 
Humours  being  then  in  a  greater  Fermentation  by  the 
addition  of  the  Remedy.  Secondly, others  operate  on  the 
Skin  where  they  are  apply’d  as  Veficatories,  railing  Blad¬ 
ders,  and  drawing  (harp  Serofities  which  foment  Fevers : 
and  thefe  are  often  as  troublefom  as  the  Difeafe.  Thirdly, 
others  fix  and  clog  the  Humours  which  are  in  motion 
by  their  alhingent  parts,  which  infinuate  themfelves 
into  the  Blood,  through  the  Pores  5  and  giving  thus  a 
calm  to  Nature,  (lie  concodts  and  drives  forth  with  more 
eafe  that  which  incommoded  her  before.  He  gives  Exam¬ 
ples  of  all  thefe  Remedies,  which  becaule  they  are  com¬ 
monly  enough  known,  I  omit  to  infert  them  here. 

The  uf  of  Quinquina  for  curing  Fevers, 
pihlijhed  by  the  French  Kings  Order, 
extracted  from  the  Paris  Journal  de 
Scavans ,  of  the  ifh  of  March,  1683. 

IT  is  well  known,  that  the  French  King  gave  Sir  Ro¬ 
bert  Falbor  a  confiderable  Sum  of  Monies  to  difcover 
to  him  his  Secret  for  curing  Fevers;  and  that  after  Sir  Ro¬ 
bert's  death  he  caus’d  it  to  be  publilh’d,  which  was  done 
both  by  the  Publifher  of  the  Journal  des  Scavans ,  and 
by  Mr.  Bkgny  :  In  the  Journal  des  Scavans  it  is  as  fol¬ 
lows. 

Take  a  Gallon  of  deep  red  Wine,  put  it  in  an  earthen 
Pot  well  glaz’d,  put  to  it  four  ounces  of  Quinquina  re¬ 
duc’d  to  an  impalpable  Powder,  andftirit  with  a  wood¬ 
en  Spat  hula,  when  the  Quinquina  is  well  mix’d  with  the 
Wine,  Hop  the  Pot,  and  put  it  in  a  place  neither  hot 
nor  cold,  and  as  the  Powder  afterward  pitches  to  the 

bottom. 
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bottom,  every  five  or  fix  hours  it  muft  be  ftirred  a  new 
till  we  find  no  more  Powder  remains  at  the  bottom, 
which  muft  bo  continued  for  three  dates  $  after  which, 
when  it  has  ftood  four  or  five  hours  without  ftirring, 
the  Wine  muft  be  pour’d  off  by  inclination,  fo  that  the 
thick  Sediment  remains  behind. 

The  fetling  muft  not  be  thrown  away,  but  by  adding 
an  ounce  of  Quinquina  to  it,  we  may  make  a  Gallon 
more  to  give  to  thofe  whofe  Fever  has  fail’d  of  return¬ 
ing,  and  fo  alwayes  continue.  We  may  alfo,  after  ha¬ 
ving  done  fo  four  or  five  times,  put  Wine  to  the  Sedi¬ 
ment,  and  by  ftirring  it  before  we  pour  it  into  a  Glafs, 
give  it  to  poor  People  to  drink,  which  may  make  their 
Ague  leave  them,  tho  this  is  not  lo  certain. 

Thofe  who  have  a  Tertian,  double  Tertian,  a  Quar¬ 
tan,  double  Quartan,  or  tripple  Quartan,  or  who  having 
continual  Fevers  without  a  fluxion  on  the  Bread,  {hall 
have  returns,  which  begin  with  cold,  may  take  of  this 
Remedy  after  having  been  blooded, and  once  purged,  if 
the  Evil  permits  it  $  but  if  the  evil  preffes  much,  it  may 
be  taken  in  the  Difeafes  before  mentiomd,  without  ha¬ 
ving  been  blooded  or  purged.  It  muft  be  taken  at  the 
end  of  the  accefs,  and  be  continued  Night  and  Day 
from  three  hours  to  three  hours,  till  the  Fever  has  fail’d, 
after  which  it  muft  be  taken  for  five  daies  four  times 
a.  day  5  for  eight  daies,  three  times  a  day  :  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  daies  twice,  and  another  Week  once  a  day.  If 
a  Perfon  will  purge  after  having  taken  it  twenty  daies, 
he  may  m7  but  it  muft  be  taken  thrice  a  day  for  eight 
daies  after  the  purge,  and  begin  to  take  of  it  in  the 
Evening  of  the  day  you  Purge. 

This  Remedy  muft  be  taken  two  hours  before  you 
eat,  or  an  hour  after  having  eaten.  As  foon  as  you  be¬ 
gin  to  take  of  it,  the  bouillons  muft  be  ftrong,  and  af¬ 
fect  n  as  the  Fever  has  left  you,  you  may  eat  according 
to  your  Appetite,fo  it  be  moderatly,and  that  that  which 

you 
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you  eat  be  good.  Each  taking  ought  to  be  near  an  in¬ 
different  Glafs  full,  whereof  eight  make  about  a  quart 
For  poor  People  we  may  give  them  only  two  Bottles 
of  the  firft,  and  one  or  two  of  the  fecond,  and  if  the 
Fever  feifes  them  again  we  may  give  them  two  Bottles 
more.

Get  a  pound  of  the  Bark  of  Quinquina  finely  pow- 
dred  and  lifted,  fprinkle  it  alternatively  for  a  day  or  two 
with  the  Decoftion  of  Annis,  and  the  Juice  of  Parfleys 
then  put  this  Powder  in  an  earthen  Pot,  holding  about 
fifteen  Quarts :  pour  on  it,  by  little  and  little,  and  ftir- 
ring  the  matter,  as  much  good  red  Wine  as  will  fill  the 
Pot,  and  then  having  well  ftop’d  it,  let  it  infufe  for  eight 
days,  without  letting  it  come  near  the  Fire,  ftill  ftirring 
it  from  the  bottom  twice  or  thrice  a  day  with  a  wooden 
Spat  hula  5  after  which  having  pafs’d  your  Liquor  through 
a  elofe  double  Strainer,  you  mult  put  it  in  glafs  Bottles  s 
which  being  well  ftop’d  and  put  in  a  dry  place,  and  not 
too  much  expos’d  to  the  Air,  will  keep  it  in  its  full  Ver- 
tue  two  or  three  Months  and  more.

you  muft  keep  it  in  a  Bottle  well  ftop’d,  to  ferve  you 
on  occafiom 

An  Opiate  prepar'd  with  Quinquina,  making  a  part 

of  the  Englifh  Remedy . 

Take  what  quantity  you  pleafe  of  the  Powder  of 
Quinquina ,  prepar’d  after  the  way  preferib’d,  and  incor¬ 
porate  it  with  a  fufficient  quantity  of  Syrup  of  Limons, 
or  of  Quinces  if  it  be  for  a  Woman  with  Child,  redu¬ 
cing  the  whole  into  the  Confiftency  of  an  Opiate  by  an 
exadt  mixture. 
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J  purging  Wine,  making  part  of  the  Englifh  Remedy. 

Take  an  ounce  of  good  Hiera  Picra ,  and  infufe  it  for 
eight  days  in  a  Sextarius  and  a  half  of  red  Wine,  obfer- 
ving  to  (hake  the  Bottle  only  once  a  day  the  three  firft 
days,  and  not  to  ftir  it  at  all  during  the  five  others  :  af¬ 
ter  which,  having  pour’d  the  Infufion  foftly  by  Inclinati¬ 
on  into  another  Bottle,  which  muft  afterward  be  well 
ftopt,  you  muft  keep  it  for  ufe.  The  firft  Infufion  flops 
the  Fever,  giving  from  three  Hours  to  three  a  Glafs  each 
time  for  fix  days  the  fecond  is  giv’n  once  a  day  for 
.eight  days,  and  the  third  for  fifteen  days  every  other 
day.  You  may  find  the  Gautions  and  Rules  to  be  obfer- 
ved  in  the  ufe  of  thefe  Preparations,  in  Mr.  Blegny,  at 
large,  the  Book  being  to  be  had  in  Englifh. 

A  Febrifuge 3  or  Secret  for  curing  Intermit¬ 
tent  Fevers 3  extracted  from  the  feventb 
Journal  di  Literati  of  Rome^t  forth 
An.  1670.  it  being  faid  to  be  the  fa¬ 
mous  Secret  of  R  iverius. 

TAke  three  parts  of  fweet  Mercury,  and  one  part 
of  the  Emetick  Powder,  made  of  Glafs  of  Anti¬ 
mony  without  Addition,  triturated  on  a  Marble,  fprink- 
led  with  Spirit  of  Wine,  and  dry'd  in  the  Sun,  reitera¬ 
ting  it  till  the  Powder  becomes  white :  after  which  it 
muft  be  put  in  a  Cucurbit  with  well-reftified  Spirit  of 
Wine,  and  it  muft  be  made  to  become  dry  by  a  Sand- 
heat.  This  Powder  being  mixt,  as  we  faid,  with. three 
parts  of  fweet  Mercury,  muft  be  given  to  Children  from 
fix  Grains  to  ten,  and  to  robuft  Perfons  from  twenty  to 
thirty.  He  that  communicated  this  Secret  faid  it  was  the 
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fame  with  the  Secret  of  Riveriu* ,  whereof  he  {peaks 
^enigmatically  in  the  Appendix  to  the  third  Century,  of 
his  Pbyfical  Obfervations.  Note  that  Rolfink  and  Cha- 
ras  give  m  a  Remedy  like  this ,  prepar'd  of  Mercury ,  the 
Glafs  of  Antimony ,  Aurum  t  ulmimws  :  fame  add  to 

them  Scammony ,  which  of  it  Jet f  according  to  the  Senti¬ 
ment  of  many  Chymifts ,  4  Febrifuge  3  the  two  for e- 
jaid  Author j  conclude  theirs  to  he  the  Secret  of  Rived  us, 
they  conceiving  themfelves  to  have  unriddled  his  /Enigma, . 

An  ExtraB  of  a  Method  for  curing  the 
French  Pox,  from  a  Boof\Jet  forth  this 
Tear ,  in  the  Latine  Tongue,  call'd,  A 
fafe  and  efficacious  method  of  curing 
the  V enereal  Dileale,  often  without 
Mercury,  and  alway  without  a  Mer¬ 
curial  Salivation  ;  by  David  Aber~~ 
crornhy,  M.  D.  in  8°.  London. 

'"pHis  Author  after  ting,  the  genuine  Nature  of  the  Ver 
I  nereal  Difeafe  to  be  a  certain  cold  and  moift  Va¬ 
pour,  either  protruded  or  attraded  into  the  Body  from 
the  Parts  chiefly  dedicated  for  Generation  5  (which  Aft 
fertion  at  fir  ft  may  feem  as  Paradoxical  as  New  )  and  af¬ 
firming  Mercury  to  be  a  mineral  Liquor,  in  its  Nature 
moift  and  extream  cold,  (both  which  Affertions  he  en¬ 
deavours  to  make  out  by  many  Suggeftions)  he  concludes 
that  Mercury  is  fo  far  from  being  a  Remedy  againft  that 
Difeafe,  that  in  truth  it  aggravates  it  to  the  utter  Deftru- 
dion  of  Mans  Body  5  and  (ays,  that  the  Remedies  for  the 
Pox  muft  be  of  a  hot  nature. 


There- 
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Therefore  his  ea(ie,  fafe,  and  often  proved  Cure  for 
the  Venereal  Difeafe,  without  any  Mercury,  is  this.  Af¬ 
ter  having  confider’d  the  Strength  and  Temperament  of 
the  Difeas’d,  firft  he  orders  Bleeding,  efpecially  if  there 
be  a  Plethora,  or  fullnefs  of  Habit  of  the  Body,  and 
forthwith  enjoyns  a  drying  Diet,  holding  a  Mean  be¬ 
twixt  a  thin  and  full  one,  and  more  willingly  allows 
rolled  and  broyl’d  Meats  than  boyhd,  and  permits  the 
ufe  of  Wine  to  thofe  that  are  much  accuftomed  to  it, 
but  for  the  moft  part  diluted}  tho  no  Inconvenience  is 
to  be  fear’d  from  pure  Wine  fo  it  be  moderately  taken  : 
a  day  after  blooding  he  ufes  this  or  the  \\kt  Cat  hart  ickfov 
cleaning  oft  the  grofs  Excrements,  lake  Leaves  of  Sen¬ 
na  an  ounce,  Ann  is  feeds  a  dram ,  Rhubarb  a  dram  and  a 
half  Let  them  inf  ufe  on  warm  Embers  for  a  Night  in  a- 
pound  of  White  wine  :  in  the  Jlraining  dijfolve  Syrup  of  Ro- - 
fes  half  an  ounce ,  ConfeCt  io  Hamech  fve  drams .  He  re¬ 
peats  this  Purge,  intermitting  a  day,  fometimes  twice, 
fometimes  thrice  }  in  the  place  of  which  you  may  as  fafe- 
l  y  fubftitute  a  Bolus  made  of  the  fimple  Confection  of  Ha - 
mcch,  and  any  convenient  Syrup.  When  he  obferves  no 
Plethora  in  the  Difeas’d  he  thus  fets  upon  the  Difeafe, 
the  next  way.  If  the  Pox  be  not  of  ancient  (landing; 
or  inveterate,  the  fore- mention’d  Catharnck  being  pre- 
mitted  once,  and  alfo  repeated  if  need  be,  we  mull  pro¬ 
ceed  after  this  manner.  Take  Guajacum  raff'd,  and  Barf 
of  the  fame ,  tivo  ounces,  Sarza  half  an  ounc  e ,  oriental  Sen¬ 
na  three  ounces ,  Hcrmodatts  a  dram ,  Alabajier  powdred 
a  dram  and  a  half  Harts-horn,  An ni feeds.  Cinnamon 5  of 
each  two  drams .  Let  them  all  infufe  for  three  days,  or 
at  lead  twenty  four  Hours  fpace,  on  hot  Embers,  in  five 
pounds  of  White- wine.  In  the  draining  diflolve  fait  of 
Guajacum  two  ounces,  and  after  a  gentle  Walm,  give  for 
a  Morning  Dofe,  three  Hours  before  Dinner,  five  oun¬ 
ces  5  the  Difeas’d  may  dine  at  Ten,  and  fup  at  Five, 
chic-fly  on  rolled  Meats  y  at  ten  at  Night  he  mu  ft  take 
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again  the  former  Dofe,  and  be  cover’d  well  to  fweat  § 
which  if  it  does  not  happen  plentifully,  let  him  not  be 
follicitous  concerning  the  Succefs,  for  the  whole  Bufinefs 
will  be  excellently  perform’d  by  Siege ,  and  a  copious 
and  thick  Urine  to  be  feen  in  the  bottom  of  the  Pot. 

Therefore  let  this  Medicine,  if  the  Difeafe  be  wholly 
new,  be  us’d  three  days  5  and  for  greater  fecurity,  three 
days  being  intermitted,  you  may  repeat  it  again  if  you 
think  good,  uflng  in  the  mean  time  no  other  Drink,  for 
the  moft  part,  but  the  following  Ptifan.  Let  the  Ingre¬ 
dients  boyl’d  before,  be  boyl’d  again  in  four  pounds  of 
White-wine,  till  half  a  pound  be  confum'd,  adding  to¬ 
ward  the  end  of  the  boyling,  Licorice  and  Corands  of 
each  an  ounce  5  let  the  Straining  be  us’d  for  common 
Drink. 

Now  if  the  Venereal  Difeafe  has  been  contra&ed  fe- 
ven  or  eight  Months,  you  mu  ft  ufe  the  fame  method, 
but  for  a  Month,  tho  not  continually,  but  alternatively, 
ftill  three  days,  with  three  days  Intermiflion  3  and  ftili 
during  the  Intermiflion  the  Difeas’d  may  follow  his  Con¬ 
cerns. 

But  if  the  Pox  be  old,  and  of  many  Years  (landing, 
and  haply  has  took  to  the  Bones,  you  muft  proceed  thus. 
The  Body  being  purg’d  as  before,  either  once  or  oftner, 
if  you  fee  fit,  after  the  fore-mention’d  antivenereal  De¬ 
coction,  you  muft  give  the  following  Opiate.  Take  * 
leaves  of  the  leffer  Centory,  St.  Johns-wort,  Spikenard,  of 
each  a  handful .  Seeds  of  Annis ,  Fennel ,  Slone-parfley ,  of 
each  half  a  dram,  Laver  el-  berries  a  dram  and  a  half  Roots 
of  both  Birthvports ,  Gentian ,  Angelica ,  of  each  half  a  dram\ \ 
Cloves ,  Nutmegs ,  of  each  two  fcruples  5  Harts-horn ,  Sha¬ 
vings  of  Ivory ,  Crabs  Eyes  powdred ,  the  Wood  Aloes,  of 
each  three  drams ,  Rajpings  of  black  Guajacum ,  Bark  of 
the  fame  bruijed ,  two  Ounces  y  Roots  of  China,  Sarfiparil/a, 
of  each  four  ounces }  Salt  of  Guajacum  three  drams  5  Powder 
of  Alabajier  a  dram.  All  being  rednc  d  to  a  very  fubtle  Powder , 
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and  mixt  together ,  let  them  be  macerated  for  twenty  four 
hours  fpace  in  eight  pounds  of  White-wine ,  or  of  Fountain 
Water,  for  hot  Temperaments ,  then  adding  four  times  the 
weight  of  all  the  Powders, or  more  of  Honey, let  them  boy  l  to  the 
conffency  of  an  Ek&uary .  Let  this  Opiate  be  kept  in  a  large 
earthen  Vefiel.  It  muft  be  us’d  thus  5  when  the  Difeafed 
has  taken  the  foremention’d  Deco&ion  for  three  daies 
one  after  the  other, as  above  prefcrib’d,  let  him  intermit 
as  many,  and  for  three  other  dayes  let  him  take  on  the 
fir  ft  a  dram  of  the  Opiate,  on  the  fecond  two,  on  the 
third  three, in  the  Morning  fading:  which  Dofemay  be 
altered  according  to  the 'Judgment  of  the  Phyfician, 
adding  to  each  Dofe  a  dram  of  old  Venice  Treacle,  or 
Mithndate  5  mean  wffiiie,  in  the  Winter  time  especially, 
let  him  not  go  out  of  Doors,  but  either  let  him  lye  in 
Bed,  or  fit  in  a  warm  Chamber  near  the  Fire:  but  it  is 
fafeft,  efpecially  in  the  Winter  for  him  to  keep  in  Bed 
well  cover’d,  that  the  cold  veneral  Vapour  may  be  fent 
forth  either  by  Sweat,  Siege,  Tranfpiration,  or  Urine  : 
Now  thefe  Remedies  are  to  be  repeated  as  long  as  the 
greater  Symptoms  of  the  Difeafe  appear,  the  entire  cure, 
fb  all  things  are  duly  obferved,  happens  to  all  certainly, 
tho  to  fome  lboner,  to  others  later,  according  to  each; 
Perfons  Difpofition  and  Temperament:,  and  the  perfeft 
cure  is  fcarce  protra&ed  beyond  two  Months  :  this  Me¬ 
thod,  he  fays,  is  fafe  and  free  from  ail  Danger,  and  he 
has  had  frequentTryals  ofitscertain  effedb  butyoumuft 
remember  on  leifure  Dayes  to  give  the  Purge  before 
mentioned,  or  fome  like  it,  or  a  Clyfter,  in  cafe  the  Perfon  $ 
be  not  free  to  Siege.  It  will  be  good  alfo  fometimes 
to  raife  a  copious  Sweat  with  this  or  the  like  Powder- 
Take  Diaphoretic^  Antimony ,  Salt  of  Amber  of  each  fxteen 
Grains ,  powder  of  Angelica  half  a  Scruple  5  make  a  very 
fiibtle  Powder  to  be  taken  after  a  Dofe  of  the  above  m'itten 
Decoction,  or  Opiate ,  in  Cardrns  Water  a  little  fweetned , 
The  Opiate  before  prefcrib’d,  by  how  much  the  older 
it  isjby  fo  much  is  it  more  efficacious,  Ano-- 
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Another  fife ,  eafie,  and  often  prov'd  Method  of  curing  the 
Venereal  Difafi ,  without  a  Mercurial  Vnffion,  and 
Salivation ,  tho  not  wholly  without  Mercury . 

Here  the  Author,  refle&ing  on  the  ill  confequences 
ufually  attending  Mercurial  Salivations,  tells  us  at 
length  that  he  does  not  wholly  exclude  the  ufe  of  Mer¬ 
cury  in  the  cure  of  the  Pox,  but  only  that  Ufe  of  it 
whereby  a  Salivation  is  raifed  }  and  fays,  that  Mercury 
being  extream  cold,  when  the  Difeafed  is  of  a  hot  Tem¬ 
perament,  and  feems  to  be  dryed  and  weakned  with  hot 
Remedies,  by  its  icy  Coldnefs  will  qualifie  them  5 
and  in  regard  nothing  can  be  more  moveable  than  Mer¬ 
cury  among  heavy  Bodies,  by  that  moveablenels  of  its 
fubtle  parts,  it  will  cut  the  vifeous  Humours,  and  di¬ 
vide  and  refolve  Tumours  by  its  quick  infinuation  of  it 
felf  into  them  :  whence  he  fays, a  fmall  quantity  of  it  us'd 
conformably  to  the  following  Method  will  avail  confi- 
•derably  to  a  fpeedy  Refolution  of  various  Symptoms  of 
the  Pox,  without  the  hazzard  of  a  dangerous  Salivation. 
The  Method  is  this. 

Takg  Mercury  excellently  cleans'd  fix  ounces ,  inf  ufe  it 
for  twenty  four  hours ,  or  boy  l  it  for  half  an  hom\  in  (ix 
fomids  of  White-wine^  the  Wine  being  pour'd  off  by  Incli¬ 
nation^  put  it  up  for  ufe .  then 

Take  Guaiacum  raff  d0  and  Bar  of  the  fame  two  ounces 
Roots  of  China ,  Sarfi ,  Afaragus ,  Fennel ,  Grafs ,  of  each  a 
dr  ant)  powder  of  Alabafier  half  an  ounce ,  leaves  ofCichory , 
Scabious ,  Maiden-hair ,  all  green  if  they  may  be  had ,  of  each 
a  handfulfi  eeds  of  Ann  is  and  Coriander  of  each  three  drams , 
Cinnamon  an  ounce ,  let  all  theft  boyl  in  the  above  written 
Infufion  or  Decoffion  to  the  Conjumption  of  a  third  part  : 
In  the  framing  infufi  again  the  Mercury  for  twelve  hours , 
and  diffolve  in  it  Salt  ofGuaicum  three  ounces ,  give  of  this 
new  Deco&ion ,  pour'd  off  by  inclination ,  fix  ounces  at  a 

time 3 
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lime,  morning  and  evening  5  let  the  Difeafed  keep  himfelf 
at  home ,  and  in  Bed  the  day  he  ufes  the  DecoUion,  if  he 
will  be  foon  cur’d  }  let  him  ufe  this  Deco&ion,  and  the 
Pills  every  other  day,  or  intermitting  two  dayes,  as  his 
Strength  will  bear.  Take  Mercurius  Dulcis  two  drams , 
Scammony  prepar’d  half  a  dram ,  Troches  of  Alhandal  a 
fcn-tple ,  Aloes  Succotrine  and  Rhubarb  two  drams,  Pulvis 
diamargariti  frigtdi  half  a  fcruple and  with  the  Syrup 
of  Li  mans  make  a  mafs  of  Rills 5  of  each  fcruple,  or  half 
dram  make  three  Ptlls  :  Let  the  Difeafed  take  thefein  the 
Morning  in  fuch  a  Dofe  as  a  prudent  Phyfician  (hall  ad- 
vife :  Moreover,  leaving  off  the  Deco&ion  after  a  fort¬ 
night,  or  fooner,  let  the  Difeafed  continue  the  ufe  of 
thefe  Pills  [_  which  gripe  not  at  all  3  till  all  the  Symp¬ 
toms  of  the  Pox,  or  at  leaft  the  moft  fevere,  are  van i fil'd 
Let  him  continued  fay,  the  ufe  of  thefe  Pills  every  other* 
day,  or  with  the  intermiffion  of  two  or  three  dayes, no 
Governance  being  obferv’d  while  they  are  ufed  alone. 
By  this  moft  eafie  Method,  he  fays,  he  has  often  cur’d 
a  Pox  which  has  been  inveterate  and  given  over  by  others  * 
and  after  this  manner  Mercury  may  be  inofienfive  and 
profitable  for  Children  troubled  with  this  Difeafe. 

Tho  there  be  no  conquerable  Symptom  of  the  Pox, 
but  may  be  overcome  by  the  due  management  of  the 
before  written  Remedies,  yet  becaufe  feme  Perfons,  im¬ 
patient  of  delay,  require  prefent  eafe  j  and  fince  feme 
eafily  prepar’d  Topicks  may  accelerate  a  cure  of  fome 
Symptoms,  the  Author  gives  us  fome  Prefcrips  of  them. 
Firft  againft  wandring  Pains  throughout  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy,  and  Night  Pains  m  the  Bones ,  he  recommends  Oyl 
ofCammomil,  of  Orrice,  of  Dill,  of  Mallows,  of  Marfh- 
mallows,  and  unjalted  Butter,  or  Oyl  of  Wax ,  of  Butter, 
of  the  Seeds  of  Dwarf  Elder,  of  Turpentine,  in  which  there 
is  a  greater  Vertde-j  Wool  dipt  in  thefe  warm’d  is  often 
apply’d  to  the  Place  paining  with  great  Succefs:  he  has 
alfo  had  the  Experience  of  the  wonderful  Effeft  of  the 
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following.  Gyles  for  appealing  all  Pains,  and  efpecially 
Venereal .  Take  Oyl  of  Scorpions  an  ounce ,  Oyl  of  Petro¬ 
leum  an  ounce  and  a  half  Oyl  of  Bayes  a  dram ,  Oyl  of 
Turpentine  half  an  ounce ,  mix  them  and  ufe  it. 

You  may  prepare  another  Oyl,  which  will  keep  a 
long  time,  of  mighty  Efficacy  againft  all  venereal  Pains, 
after  this  manner.  Take  of  Rofe-buds  two  Pugils ,  infufi 
them  for  four  Hours  in  four  pounds  of  Oyl  of  unripe  Olives , 
ex  traded  without  fire,  then  take  forth  the  Rofes  with  a  per¬ 
forated  fpoon,  and  prefs  forth  the  Juice  to  be  pour  d  to  the 
Oyl,  mean  while  keeping  the  Sediment  for  ufe :  repeat  the 
fame  every  day  as  long  as  the  feafon  will  permit  you  to  ga¬ 
ther  Rofe-buds  5  apply  this  Oyl  as  hot  as  you  can  fuff er  it,  to 
any  part  paining  m0  and  that  the  thing  may  fiicceed  the  bet¬ 
ter ,  on  it  warm  apply  Rofes  indudedin  a  linnen  Bag,  and 
repeat  it  as  often  as  the  Rain  any  where  renews . 

He  has  oftentimes  obferv’d  alfo,  that  Pains  arifing  from 
Schirrous  Nodes  have  been  appeas’d,  and  that  the  Nodes 
themfelves  have  been  foften’d  and  digefted  by  this  Re¬ 
medy  prefcrib’d  by  Palmar  ius,  Take  roots  of  Mar/h- mal¬ 
lows  and  of  Lillies,  the  feeds  of  Hemp,  and  Fenugreek.?  of 
each  an  ounce  and  a  half  Mallows ,  Violet- leaves.  Wall- 
wort,  Bears- breech,  C  a  mo  mil,  Mehlot ,  Hyfop ,  Dill ,  Mug- 
wort,  of  each  a  handful ,  Let  all  theje  boy  l,  included  in  two 
Bags,  in  common  W ater  for  fome  time ,  adding  toward  the 
end  a.  third  part  of  White- wine.  The  ufe  is,  that  the 
fchirrous  Tumour  be  fomented  with  it  Morning  and 
Evening,  and  that  then  being  dry  cl  it  be  anointed  with 
fome  one  of  the  above-mention’d  Oyls,  and  it  will  moft 
certainly  be  mollified  and  mightily  digefted  with  this 
Remedy. 

If  aBone  be  cariated,  or  eaten  with  Mercury,  the  bulk 
of  the  Bone  cannot  be  reftored  5  but  to  hinder  the  Evil 
from  going  farther,  and  from  corroding  the  whole  Sub- 
ftance  of  the  Bone,  the  Bones  muft  be  exfoliated  with 
this  wonderful  and  proved  Water.  Take  the  roots  of  both 
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Birthworts ,  of  Gentian,  of  Florentine  Orrice ,  of  each  an 
ounce  ^  Calamus  Aromaticus ,  Cinnamon ,  0/  each  half  an 
ounce ,  Cloves  three  drams  :  let  all  thefe ,  £e7>/g  fired  finally 
infufe  in  four  pounds  0/Aqua  Vinaria ylw/e  7/;f/fo 
5W,  0r  /r  Hours  near  the  Fire.  Keep  the  Straining 
for  ufe  5  dip  a  linnen  Cloth  in  this  Water,  and  waih  the 
cariated  Bones  with  it  twice  or  thrice  a  day. 

Ulcers  of  the  mouth  and  throat  often  infeft  thole  that 
have  the  Fox,  which  you  may  thus  eafily  cure.  Take 
Plantan  Water  what  fu frees,  fyrup  of  dry  rofes ,  Jjrup  of 
Mulberries  of  each  what  fit frees ,  make  a  Gargarifm,cr  make 
a  wajh  of  French  Barley  boy  Id  in  Plantan  Water,  adding 
Raifins,  Licorice ,  Conferve  ofWhite-rofes,  Leaf  gold ,  8cc. 
If  there  be  no  Inflammation,  Take  first  of  Vitriol ,  or  of 
Sulphur  what  Jufices .  In  this  dip  a  rag  tied  to  the  end  of  a 
fick L,  for  a  venereous  Ulcer  is  often  curd  very  quickly  by 
being  touch'd  by  it. 

The  Author  next  gives  us  the  Signs  of  the  Pox  being 
contracted  5  he  fays  therefore,  that  whofoever  has  had  to 
do  with  a  common  Woman,  if  the  cold  Vapour  of  the 
Pox  has  really  invaded  the  inward  Parts  of  the  Body,  he 
may  forthwith  know  it  by  a  fudden  Laffitude  of  all  his 
Members,  which  holds  alfo  many  Days  after  the  Aft: 
moreover,  a  wandring  and  ftubborn  Pain  which  is  per¬ 
ceiv’d  in  the  middle  of  the  Joynts,  and  ev’n  in  the  Bones, 
an  Opprefiion  of  the  Head,  a  fudden  Sadnefs  without  a 
foregoing  Caufe,  and  a  certain  unufual  Sleepinefs,  tho 
often  with  an  interrupted  and  reftlefs  Sleep,  fhew  the 
Perfon  to  be  infefted.  And  tho  no  virulent  running  of 
the  Reins  accompany  thefe  things,  nor  follows  them,  the 
Perfon  ought  to  be  fo  far  from  thinking  himfelf  fecure, 
that  thence  a  moft  certain  Danger  of  a  more  fevere  Di- 
ftemper  hangs  over  his  Head,  which,  unlefs  timely  pre¬ 
vented  by  apt  Remedies,  will  at  length  (hew  k  felfby  a 
terrible  breaking  forth  over  the  Body. 

Now  becaufe  fome,  after  being  concern’d  with  an  un- 
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clean  Woman,  think  themfelves  fecure,  tho  they  have 
the  forementiond  Symptoms,  which,  haply  being  de¬ 
ceiv'd,  they  afcribe  to  other  Caufes,  fuppofe,  to  a  Am¬ 
ple  Fluxion  of  fome  Humour  into  the  Parts  afi'efted  with 
Pain,  or  to  fome  other  Caufe  3  The  Author  (hews  how 
they  may  diftinguifh  the  Pain  which  proceeds  from  the 
Fluxion  of  fome  Humour,  from  that  which  happens  from 
a  Venereal  Caufe.  For  firft,  this  tortures  the  middle  of 
the  Limbs*  that  the  Joynts.  Secondly,  for  the  moft 
part  this  perplexes  the  Head  and  Breaft  together,  the  o- 
ther  generally  one  of  themalone.  Thirdly, this  rages  moft 
by  night,  being  laid  afieep  as  it  were  by  day,  the  other 
preffes  moft  vehemently  in  the  day,  and  more  remifly  by 
night,  or  at  l  ea  ft  torments  night  and  day. 

Moreover,  if,  as  it  happens  for  the  moft  part,  a  Go - 
norrh&a  follows  thefe  and  the  above  mention'd  virulent 
Symptoms,  we  muft  not  therefore  mind  only  the  Gonor¬ 
rhea ,  and  negleft  th e  Pox,  which  is  certainly  contrafieds 
but  while  apt  . Remedies  are  pre(cribsd  againft  the  former 5 
we  muft  extirpate  the  Root  of  the  Evil  by  the  method 
above  delivered. . 

If  a  Gonorrhea  follows  an  unclean  Cohabitation,  with¬ 
out  any  of  the  forefaid  Symptoms,  the  Venom  then  is  not 
entred  deep  into  the  Body  3  but  if  this  be  handled  negli¬ 
gently  or  unskilfully,  or  flop  ci  prefently  at  the  beginning, 
the  whole  Eucrafie.of  the  Body  is  overthrown. 

To  diftinguifh  the  Pox  from  the  Scurvy ,  he  gives  us 
thefe  Rules:  Thofe  that  have  the  Scurvy  have  their  Gums 
confum’d,  being  full  of  Blood  5  their  Teeth  turn  black, 
and  are  loofe  3  fometimes  their  Knees  tremble  through 
Weaknefs}  they  have  often,  a  very  (linking  Breath,  and 
they  have  little  Spots,  or  rather  one  foul  black  Spot  hor¬ 
rible  to  look  on,  fpread  all  over  their  Legs  3  of  which  no¬ 
thing  happens  to  Tuck  as  are  affefted  with  the  Pox9  un- 
lefs  there  be  fomewhat  of  the  Scurvy  with  it. 

Next  he  proceeds  to  the  Cure  of  the  virulent  Gonorrhea  ^ 

and 
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and  the  Venereal  Bubo  $  where  he  tells  us,  that  if  theGonor- 
rhxa  breaks  not  forth  till  after  fome  months  after  cohabit¬ 
ing  with  a  Woman,  then  the  Taint  is  deeply  rooted  in  the 
Body,  and  we  mud  then  endeavour  by  either  of  the  Me¬ 
thods  before  prefcrib’d,  to  remove  the  Caufe,  which  be¬ 
ing  done, the  Effeft  will  ceafe  by  degrees  of  its  own  accord  ; 
but  if,  as  it  ufually  happens,  the  Gonorrhea  thews  it  felf  a 
few  days  after  Cohabitation,  which  you  will  find  by  yellow- 
ifh  fpots  in  your  Shift,  then  you  muft  proceed  againft  it  thus. 

Take  CaJJiafreJJ)  drawn  an  ounce ,  Rhubarb  powdred,  and 
Cream  of  Tartar ,  of  each  a  dram  3  make  a  Bolus  to  be  given  * 
in  the  morning. ,  taking  Broth  two  hours  after  it :  the  next 
day,  if  it  be  fit,  let  a  Vein  be  open’d,  to  wit,  if  there  ap¬ 
pear  Signs  of  a  Plethora,  or  of  an  Inflammation  about  the 
Genital  Parts,  efpecially  if  there  bean  Inflammation  (for 
this  muft  firft  of  all  be  appeas’d  from  whatfoever  Caufe  it 
arifes)  give  this  Emulfion. 

Take  of  the  four  cold  feeds  fix  drams ,  white  Poppy  feeds 
two  drams ,  Barley-water  half  a  pounds  Waters  of  Lettice  and 
Water  lillies  of  each  two  ounces ,  Rofe  water  an  ounce:  make 
an  Emulfion  for  two  Dofes 5  adding  two  ounces  of  Syrup  of  Vi¬ 
olets.  For  the  five  next  days,  one  after  the  other,  let  the 
DifeasM  ufe  this  Ptifan  two  hours  before  Dinner. 

Take  Tamarinds  two  ounces ,  let  them  boy l  in  four  pounds 
of  White-wine  to  three  pounds.  In  the  Jlraining  let  there  be  a  • 
cold  Infufion  for  a  Night. of  the  leaves  of  Senna  an  ounce ,  Li  co¬ 
rice  ^  red  Rofes ,  Coriander  Seeds ,  of  each  two  drams ,  ufe  the 
f  raining:  then  for  three  days  let  him  take  Morning  and 
Evening  this  Bolus. 

Take  Venice  Turpentine  nnwafod  three  drams ,  Rhubarb  > 
powdred  a  dram ,  Sugar  what  fit  fives 5  mix  them ,  make  a  Bo¬ 
lus.  If  he  be  not  yet  cur’d,  let  him  take  for  twelve  days 
thefe  Pills.  Take  Bole  Armoniacf?  Gum  Sagapcnum,  Arabic 
Coral,  Mummy,  of  each  a  dram,  make  a  Powder,  and  with 
Syrup  of  Quinces  make  Pills  to  be  taken  in  the  Evening  5  the 
D.ofe  is  half  a  dram.  He  has  alfo  found  the  following  Re¬ 
medy  moft  certain  and  efficacious,  when  the  Gonorrhea,  the 
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'Take  Balauflia  powdred,  Bole  Armoniac 4,  of  each  an 
Ounce,  let  them  infufe  a  night  in  three  pounds  of  White-wine , 
let  the  Straining  be  kept  for  fix  morning  Dofes  to  be  taken 
fafling^  and  to  be  continued  longer  if  need  be . 

Concerning  the  Venereal  Bubo ,  he  fays,  Unlefs  it  vanifh- 
es  of  its  own  Accord,  as  it  often  does  if  it  be  fmall,  it  is 
never  to  be  repell’d,  but  to  be  drawn  forth  as  ftrongly 
as  may  be,  and  is  to  be  open’d  before  it's  grown  folly  ripe, 
becaufe  the  longer  it  is  open  the  more  it  lecures  the  Dif 
eas’d  from  the  Pox,  which  it  fometimes  follows,  fometimes 
fore-runs.  If  it  appears  a  long  time  after  the  Pox  is  con¬ 
tracted,  after  it  is  ripen’d  and  open’d,  an  entire  Cure  of 
the  Pox  is  to  be  ordered.  If  it  (hews  it  ftlf  a  few  days  af 
ter  Cohabitation,  let  it  be  drawn,  if  it  may  be,  and  open’d: 
mean  while  let  the  Difeas’d  fecure  himfelf  againft  the  immi¬ 
nent  Pox  by  one  of  the  foremention’d  antivenereal  Deco¬ 
ctions,  or  the  Opiate. 

As  to  fome  Symptoms  and  Appendixes  of th tGonorrhata, 
he  fays,  if  the  Head  of  the  Yard,  or  Praeputium,  are  inflam’d 
and  fwoll’n,  Take  of  Generous  Wine  four  ounces ,  Sugar  of 
Saturn  a  fcruple ,  Camp  hire  twelve  grains,  make  a  Wajh .  In- 
ftead  of  the  Wine ,  you  may  fubjlitute  either  Plantan  water , 
or  the  Spirit  of  Aq.  Vitae,  of  Matth.  or  the  following  provd 
Remedy .  T'akg  Cow-hot-Milk^what  fufflces ,  Elder  flowers  and 
redRofe  Flowers ,  of  each  half  a  handful ,  boy  l  the  Flowers  in 
the  Milk. •  to  the  (training  add  Jugar  of  Saturn  fix  grains  $  if 
an  Ulceration  be  felt  in  the  Paflage  of  the  Yard,  which 
you  will  know  by  a  fmart  Pain  in  piffing,  for  fear  of  a 
greater  Exulceration  he  fcarce' admits  other  Injections  than 
of  Cow -hot  Milk,-,  with  the  Addition ,  if  you  pie  afe,  of  fome 
Grains  of  fiigar  of  Saturn.  The  following  gently  cleanfes, 
dries,  and  aftringes.  Take  Barley  Water  a  pound  and  a  half 
Plantan  Water  three  ounces.  Sugar  of  Saturn  twelve  grains.  Ho¬ 
ney  of  Rofes flraind  two  ounces,  injeCt  it  twice  a  day. 

Moreover,  the  three  following  Ointments  cure  fpeedily, 
certainly, and  fafely,all  Exulceration  of the Prepuce,or  Gians.,, 
or  of  the  Matri  x,%JnguentHmRefrigeransGaIeni,  Unguentum 
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TxtiafJnguentum  Apofiolonm :  but  a  certain  exulceration 
very  difficult  to  be  cur’d  happens  fometitnes  from  a  Go- 
norrhaa  long  neglected,  or  ill  cur’d  by  Empiricks,  to  wit, 
in  the  very  neck  of  the  Bladder,  or  in  the  tender  paf- 
fage  of  the  Yard :  for  which  nothing  is  better  than  this 
approv’d  Ointment  of  Palmarius.  Take  of  the  white  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Rofes  of  Galen  frefh  made ,  and  of  the  Ointment  of 
Cerufc  prepar’d  with  Camp  hire,  and  Pomatum  made  of  the 
Fat  of  a  Kid  without  Aromatickf,and  wajh’d  inBofe-water, 
of  each  an  ounce ,  mix  them ,  make  a  foft  Ointment.  Let  a 
little  Linnen  Rag  be  bound  about  with  a  filver  Wyer, 
and  anoint  it  with  the  forelaid  Ointment,  to  be  put  into 
•  the  Yard:  and  the  Rag  being  in,  let  the  Wyer  be  with¬ 
drawn  :  and  let  the  Rag  it  felf  be  withdrawn  as  often  as 
there  is  occafion  of  making  Water,  and  let  another  fitted 
to  the  Wyer  be  conveyed  in:  you  will  know  the  Hy- 
perfarcofis  to  be  cur’d,  when  the  Urine  is  voided  with¬ 
out  Pain,  and  the  Catheter  paffes  free  to  the  Bladder 
without  let. 

He  tells  us,  that  a  fimple  Gonorrhea  is  a  greater  Evil, 
and  more  difficult  to  cure  than  a  virulent, the  former  ari- 
fing  from  a  debility  of  the  retentive  Faculty,  whence  it 
is  al  way  cur’d  with  Aftringents,  never  with  Purgers:  the 
chief  figns  whereby  it  is  difiinguifh’d  from  the  other  are 
thefe:  the  virulent  is  commonly  attended  with  a  Stran¬ 
gury,  a  heat  of  Urine,  an  erection  of  the  Yard,  which 
do  not  happen  in  the  other, and  there  is  a  gleeting  forth 
of  a  concreted,  thick,  yellowifh  and  greenifh  Matter, 
which  in  the  fimple  is  rather  like  Water.  Moreover,  the 
fimple  happens  through  a  fall,  the  lifting  of  too  great 
a  weight,  riding,  &c.  Whereas  the  other  is  wont  to- 
arife  from  an  immoderate,  or  impure  Cohabitation. 

For  a  Conclufion,  he  tells  us,  that  fo  manifold  Experi¬ 
ments  have  confirm’d  the  foregoing  Remedies,  that  tho 
a  Perfon  haply  might  not  allow  of  all  things  in  bis  Hypo- 
thefis,this  muff  rather  be  corrected,  than  any  of  his  Medi¬ 
cines  lie  chang’d.  All

Note,  that  the  great  Difeafes  were  the  Confumpticn  and  Ptyfick,  Covulfion^ 
the  Griping  in  the  Guts,  the  Ague  and  Fever,  the  Flox  and  fmall  Pcx,  the  Teeth, 
and  Aged  and  Bed-ridden,  fo  that  15589  of  the  whole  number  dyed  of  tftofe 
feven  Difeafes.  The  general  Obfervations  on  the  Difeafes  of  the  Year  were 
omitted,  contrary  to  Cuftom,  in  the  Paris  general  Bill  of  the  lafl  year,  which  has 
been  the  Occafion  that  they  are  not  here  inferted.  In  the  next  Book  that  comes 
forth,  we  hope  to  give  them  you  with  the  Bill,  together  with  what  other  Bills 
.may  be  procur’d.
